PLOT AGIST 
NICHOLAS IS FOILED 



Ottawa, May 13.— Chief Justice Fltz- 
patrlck was to-day sworn in as ad- 
ministrator of the government during 
the absence of Earl Grey, and while 
fulfilling tho duties he Is entitled to 
the appellation of "Your Excellency." 
The oath of office was administered by 
Justice Dure of the Supremo court, and 
was carried out with all tho ceremony 
attendant on the swearing in of a gov- 
ernor-general, including the presenta- 
tion of tho great government seal by 
the secretary of state, which In duo 
course was handed back to Mr. Scott 
for safe keeping. All this Is the out- 
come of the fuss raised by Sir Elzear 
Taschcreau two or three years ago, 
who during tho interregnum between 
electric j Lord Mlnto and Lord Grey positively 
refused to act as administrator unless 
ho was given all the titles of the gov- 
ernor-general. Subsequently Sir 
Ellzear carried the matter to the col 
onial office and secured a ruling that 
tho administrator was entitled to be 
addressed as "Your Excellency."

Scheme to Assassinate Czar at 
Country Palace Is 
Detected 



London, May 13.— The Dally Tele- 
graph's St. Petersburg correspondent 
reports tho accidental discovery and 
foiling of the greatest terrorist plot 
since tho great Dequenshcrlst plot of 
eighty- two years ago. The corrcspon 
dent says ho has the story from the 
authorities. According to tho version 
no fewer than eighty conspirators res- 
olved a couple of months ago to as 
sasslnate Emperor Nicholas, and 
plans wero finally nxort for carrying 
out the deed (luring Easter. 

Tho plotters included reserve officers 
and other officials and civilians, whose 
loyalty hitherto hud been undoubted. 
Tho large number of plotters, the 
correspondent says, was necessitated 
by tho elaborate precautions adopted 
nowadays to protect Imperial person- 
ages. Tho plan was the correspondent 
says to approach Tsarskoe-Selo In 
dlstanct groups and then execute a 
sudden and daring attack on the pal- 
ace The first group, consisting ot 
thirty-four men, arrived on the Rus- 
sian Good Friday, when from some 
cause unknown suspicion against 
them were aroused. Documents found 
n their possession led to tho appro- 
hen-Ion of tho other members of the 
band In St. Petersburg.

NEW YORK MURDER 

Suspicion That Strikers Caused 
Death of Italian 

Now York, May 13. — Identification 
today of the body of an Italian who 
was * murdered on Columbia street, 
Brooklyn, last night as that of Thomas 
Beepolv, a longshoreman formerly em- 
ployed by tho Cunard line, led tho 
polico to believe that his death was 
caused bv strikers. His body was 
found In the cellar of an apartment 
with his throat cut nnd several knife 
wounds in his breast. 

Tho police were ordered to search 
for and arrest on suspicion Marco 
Decelo, an Italian, who was seen 
coming out of the building wearing 
the blood stained hat. His under- 
clothing was found to be stained with 
blood. Giuseppe Argentla, who lived 
la the apartmont house, told tho po- 
lico that Beepolv was his guest early 
in the evening, and another resident 
says ho had been awakened by 
screams during tho nic'it, but did not 
investigate. Argentla was arrested

Winnipeg, May 13.— After an 
sonco of threu years, J. S. Ewart 
distinguished Canadian lawyer, 
turned to tho city today and 
spend a week here. Mr. Ewart stated 
that ho. had retired from the general 
practice of law and accepted briefs 
only in tho federal courts. During 
the' time when ho was in the capital 
ho was engaged for a considerable 
time on tho tax exemption case In 
connection with tho western lands of 
tho Canadian Pacific. This case had 
been decided by the supreme court in 
favor of tho railway company, and 
no appeal had been taken to the 
privy council. He had also been en- 
gaged in connection with the 
which l'.ad been made by tho Cl 
Pacific that the company was en- 
titled under its charter to build branch 
lines anywhere at any time without 
reference to parliament. This case had 
also been decided by the supreme 
court In favor of the company. No 
appeal had been taken to tho privy 
council, and it was not anticipated 
that such an appeal would be made. 

On his present vIsTt to the city Mr. 
Ewart Is specially Interested In the 
question of the freight rates of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, especially 
tho comparative raios granted from 
Winnipeg west and from the city df 
Vancouver east. .For Severn I years 
complaints have boon made at Van- 
couver that the Canadian Pa- 
cific Rnllway company was favoring 
Winnipeg at tho expense of Vancou- 
ver.

Ewart stated, was not to favor nny 
particular city, but to hold the bal- 
nneo level among all.

FUT CATCH IS POOR 

Edmonton, May 13.— Joseph La- 
combe, the well known freighter of 
tho Peace River, has arrived in the 
city. Mr. Lacombe Is owner of a 
large farm at the mouth of tho 
Smoky river, a tributary of tho Peace. 
He has been in tho north country for 
over ten years. Mr. Lacombe Is em- 
phatic in his opinion that tho Peace 
River district is not surpassed by any 
in the province. 

"Fine crops of wheat, oats and bar- 
ley aro raised every year, and all 
kinds of vegetables grow with the 
greatest rapidity," said the veteran of 
the north.

At present' they were investi- 
gating the districts of Medicine Hat 
and the Red Doer and Bow Rivers. 
On tho report of the engineers to a 
great extent would It be decided 
whether the government would enter 
upon tho matter of irrigation or not. 
He stated further that there aro more 
applications In now for Irrigation pro- 
positions than there are districts to 
bo irrigated, but at present the gov- 
ernment was rather holding off the 
applications.

He and a 
large party of explorers will leave 
Morley, a point 30 miles west of Cal- 
gary, for tho north. Their objective 
point Is the Brazaeau river, which Is 
about 40 miles south of the proposed 
G. T. P. railway and east of tho sixth 
meridian. Ho expects wealth In the 
form of coal and minerals. 

VIOLENCE AT TRAIL 

Allegod Murder Arising Out of Drunk* 
on Quarrol 

Rossland, May 13. — A special to tho 
Miner from Trail says: About 10.30 
last night David Hoskor, a machinist 
employed at the smeltor, was found 
dead with his neck broken and bleed- 
ing profusely from wounds about tho 
face and head, at tho foot of tho 
stairs in the St. Elmo hotel. Gustavo 
Bouchard is in Jail charged with hav- 
ing caused his death. From the evi- 
dence taken at the coroner's Inquest 
this afternoon It was brought out that 
Bouchard and Hoskor, who were both 
under tho inffuence of liquor, had an 
altercation In ono of tho rooms up- 
stairs, where it is alleged Boucnird 
bent Ifosker and then dragged his 
body down to tho foot of the stairs, 
where it was found by ono of the 
boarders In tho house. Bouchard after 
the fracas went on shift at tho smelt- 
er and was arrested a couple of hours 
later by Chief of Police Dovitt and 
Consliv.blc Chapman. Coroner Mac-, 
Lean of Rossland was notified and 
swore In a jury. The jury after view- 
ing the remains and taking the evi- 
dence of several witnesses adjourned 
until D.30 tomorrow to await tho re- 
sult of the post mortem. 

REFUSED TO MOVE ON

convicted of being disorderly on tho 
street on Saturday night by refusing 
to move on when ordered by the po- 
lice, in tho polico court this morn- 
ing, Trent, who is a well known busi- 
ness man, being manager of tho 
Flelschman Yeast company, was talk- 
ing with friends on Yongc and King 
streets, when he was told to move on.

The problem confronting the people 
of British Columbia in respect to the 
obtaining of an adequate amount of 
labor, the advantage offered by Van- 
couver Island as a centre of tourist 
travel, the splendid position of till 
section of the West for ' securing ; 
hold on the constantly developing trado 
of the Pacific northwest, and the pos 
sibilities of the expansion of commer- 
cial relationships between this prov- 
ince and the republic of Mexico were 
the principal .subjects touched upon 
by Sir William Mulock, Chief Jus- 
lice of the Exoequer Court of 
Canada, formerly Postmaster-General 
of Canada, In an address delivered be- 
fore the members of the Victoria Can- 
adian Club at luncheon yesterday. 
A Masterly Grasp. 

His remarks were listened to with 
marked attention. Every point In the 
speech was clear cut, and, although 
Ahc various themes, as outlined, offer- 
ed broad scope, his grasp of the pre- 
vailing conditions was demonstrated 
by the brief but masterly fashion In 
which he painted the picture of the 
island becoming a central resort of the 
two hemispheres, the hub of the wheel 
of transient travel — a point of attrac- 
tion excelling In its popularity far- 
famed Switzerland. And he was equal- 
ly eloquent In his prediction of the 
future of the West, with the growth of 
trade between the Orient, Mexico and 
other points bordering on the Paeillc 
ocean. 

A Responsive Chord. 

In the course of his concluding re- 
marks he touched a responsive chord, 
a sentiment which was reciprocated by 
all present, and which was accorded 
enthusiastic applause. "We in the 
East," he said, "look with favor upon 
British Columbia. "We have great ex- 
pectations" of your province (enthus- 
iastic applause.) It is our hope that 
the trade aiid the social relations of 
the two scctlen's will with, the passing 
years, become more closely united in 
tho common bond of Canadian fellow- 
ship and Canadian sentiment, As wc 
watch the growth of Canada of our 
young nation, we find that, you arc 
taking from us some of our best citi- 
zens. They say they're going West, 
and that they will be back. But always 
thoir return Is deferred. They are, so 
to speak, made prisoners, in your 
lovely country. However, we do not 
complain, because we feel that they are 
still in Canada, and arc still engaged 
in building up our common heritage." 
(Prolonged applause.) 

It was shortly after 1 o'clock that 
the members of the Canadian Club 
seated themselves about tho banquet- 
ing board at the Poodle Dog restaur- 
ant. There was a large attendance, 
numbering considerable over two 
hundred prominent business men and 
citizens. President McCurdy, of the 
organization, presided. On his right 
was the guest of honor, Sir William 
Mulock, while to the left was Mac- 
kenzie King, Deputy Minister of Labor, 
who did such signal service in bring- 
ing about a settlement of the coal 
miners' strike in tho interior sections 
of the province. Others seated at th 
head of the table were Acting Premier 
Tatlow, His Worship Mayor Morloy, 
A. C. Fiumerfelt and Thomas Cunning 
hum. 

Introductory Address. 

President McCurdy delivered a neat 
address in introducing Sir William 
Mulock after tho conclusion of the 
meal. He said first that he had an 
announcement to make. It was to tho 
effect that on May 16th the Canadian 
Club of New York would hold a ban- 
quet. The local organization had been 
extended an invitation to be represent- 
ed on that occasion. As there had 
been no person going from this city at 
that time he had asked O. T. Oliver, 
formerly of Victoria, to act, and had 
received an intimation that ho would 
do so. (Loud applause.) It was un- 
necessary for him to .say anything of 
the guest of honor In introdjeing him 
to those present. I In was one of the 
"most eminent of Canadians. 

Flattering Reception. 
Sir William Mulock was greeted 
flatteringly, it being several minutes 
beforo he was permitted to speak. At 
the outset he intimated that he was 
pleased because of the opportunity 
given him to address so many promin- 
ent Victorians and residents of Van- 
couver Island. His pleasure was ac- 
centuated on account of the fact that 
he was before the Canadian Club. 
That organiaztion, he believed, was 
one of tho most worthy (if its kind, 
tending, as it did, to the development 
Of a sturdy, rugged people, having pride 
and'contldence In the future greatness 
of that vast country, which they knew 
as their native land. ((Apiilau.se.) He 
hr.d been informed by the president 
that, though tho local club had been 
formed but for three months or so, its 
membership was increasing rapidly, 
and through no solicitation but from 
applications being received, voluntar- 
ily, from all quarters. The movement, 
generally speaking, was a great one, a 
movement which might bo expected to 
bring about the best results from a 
national standpoint, a movement which 
would have a tendency to Implant that 
seed from which- would grow a grand 
spirit of Independent Canadianlsm. 
(Prolonged applause.) 

Ho had no definite theme on which 
to preach. He had asked that some 



subjects might bo submitted to him, 
and he had, in accordance with the 
request, been given two or three which 
ho would endeavor to briefly dwell 
upon. 

Dearth of Labor. y 

He had been told that In Victoria, 
and, in fact, throughout British Co- 
lumbia, men and women were wanted 
for laboring purposes. He wished to 
say that tho West was not the only 
part of Canada which was suffering in 
this direction. "Go where you will," 
ho said, ' ivn<' you will find tho same 
state of affairs. Everywhere there is 
more labor than workers, more food 
than mouths, more, wages than people 
to take them away. Wasn't such a 
situation better than if the conditions 
were reversed'.'" 

Within recent years there had been 
a change In the movement of pcoplo. 
With tho advent of steam navigation 
the trend of travel had been turned 
towards America. But for years the 
newcomers had passed Canada by with 
averted faces. Now, however, it was 
universally recognized that Canada 
was a land of promise and, therefore 
it was becoming what might justly bo 
termed "the Mecca of the World." He 
thought that the lack of labor, tho 
want of men to do tho work that of- 
fered itself on every hand, was but i 
proof of the prosperity which prevail 
eel throughout the length and breadth 
of the Dominion. Whero there was to 
bo found stagnation In commercial 
life there would be no demand for 
labor. But where tho conditions were 
reversed it would always be tho experi- 
ence that more men were rquired than 
woro available. Ami so in facing the 
problem British Columbians should 
bear In mind that no such difficulty 
would have offered itself for solution 
had not they been enjoying unexampled 
prosperity. 

The Tourist Trade. 
"I have been reading a Seattle 
Lord's Day publication," continued the 
speaker, with a smile. "I don't know 
whether you're much troubled with 
them here, but we arc in the East," 
he added amid laughter. "It was en- 
titled," he said. " Paying for Scen- 
ery." Quoting from it he showed how 
the people of Switzerland managed to 
live In peace and comfort from year 
to year. It was simply by catering to

the tourist trade. That little republic, 
situated In the central part of Europe 
and boasting of a population of 5,000,- 
000 people, was maintained because of 
the volume of transient travel, because 
of the large numbers of slght-seers at- 
tracted there year after year as a re- 
sult of the wide renown which tho 
scenery of that locality had obtained. 
And, lie added, the residents of Switzer- 
land possessed no better climate and 
no more beautiful, no grander, natural 
beauty of scenery, than was to be 
found upon Vancouver Island and 
closely adjacent to Victoria. He 
mentioned Cowlchan, Shawnlgan and 
Sooke lakes, and asked whether these 
magnificent bodies of water could be 
excelled In their natural grandeur by 
anything which might be possessed by 
the little republic, lying, so snugly, so 
contentedly, so prosperously, in the 
middle of the continent of Europe. 
Awake, British Columbians. 
He advised, therefore, that the peo- 
ple of Vancouver Island .should 
awaken to a realization of their oppor- 
tunities. They had been blessed with 
II heritage which, it' properly utilized, 
would become just as world-renowned 
as Switzerland. Having every facility, 
they would start out with tho assur- 
ance of success. He suggested that a 
general scheme should be adopted. 
That the Island should he op. -nod up 
by the construction of roadways, that 
resorts should be established at differ- 
ent beauty spots, that stations should 
be inaugurated in the hills, and wher- 
ever it might be that the roving spirits 
jf the possible visitor:; might, incline 
ihein. And so Vancouver Island would 
be in a position later to a trade which 
would bo world-wide hi its volume. 
Having taken such stops he would re- 
commend that the locality should be 
thoroughly advertised. He did not 
think that there was anything so effec- 
tive as, f rep and unbounded advertis- 
ing. Ho was sure that tho press rep- 
resentatives would endorse that asser- 
tion. (Laughter.) By following along 
theso lines Vancouver Island and its 
principal city, Victoria, would be 
heard of from one end of America to 
the other, and the news would be car- 
ried across tho Atlantic, until the tour- 
ist business would become so great 
that even tho extended accommodation 
which he had mentioned would scarce- 
ly be sufficient to take care of the 
crowds. (Applause.) While some 
would come to visit, others would ox- 
tend their stay, indefinitely, and ho this 
aection of tho province would add unto 
Itself a wealthy leisure class, which 
would give it a stability invaluable as 
a stimulation to the commercial 
growth of the country. 

He had been asked to refer to the 
trade conditions of the country. In 



one sense ho was not familiar with tho 
subject, but, in common with others, 
ho knew something of tho possibilities 
of tho development of commerce. A 
few years ago it had been the general 
opinion that tho greater part of Can- 
ada was of no use. Now he would bo 
a rash man who would assert that there 
was a'ny considerable part from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific seaboard, from 
tho southern boundary to the Arctic 
ocean, which was not of some utility. 
(Applause.) Of course it had to be 
acknowledged that the transportation 
problem was a vital one. The differ- 
ent sections of Canada were somewhat 
handicapped owing to the great dis- 
tance over which freight had to be 
hauled. ' Those situated on the Paci- 
fic coast, however, were particularly 
fortunate. In years gone by, it would 
bo remembered, before the Introduction 
of steam navigation, the trade of the 
commercial world centered around the 
Mediterranean Sea. Then as naviga- 
tion offered less and less difficulty 
from a transportation standpoint the 
exchange of trado between seaports 
located on, the Atlantic increased in 
volume, until now tho southern sec 
Hons of Europe, those grouped about 
the Mediterancan Sea, were but a sec 
ondary consideration. The Pacific was 
another such body of water, and ho was 
convinced that it would play a similar 
part In bringing the various countries 
bordering upon it into close trade re- 
lationships. For this reason he felt 
Justified in stating that those living on 
the western confines of Canada, at ano 
of the gateways to the Dominion, were 
splendidly located for' the grasping of 
a trade yet In its infancy. 

Depended on Poople. 
He went on to say that a country or 
a province, or even a city, might have 
wealth, might have Innumerable ad- 
vantages in all directions, but without 
the genius and the determination of 
the people it would be impossible to 
bring theso possibilities to fruition. 
(Applause.) It depended entirely on 
tho disposition., of British Columbians 
as to whether the bulk of the Oriental 
trade, the commerce from the South 
Pacific, and from other quarters, was 
diverted in their direction, was taken 
possession of, hot only to their advan- 
tage, but to the advantage of the en- 
tire populace of the nation. (Applause.) 
Canada and Mexico, 
The chairman had invited him to 
refer to Mexico and tho outlook as far 
as the development of commercial re- 
lationship with that republic was con- 
cerned. He supposed that the reason 
prompting the suggestion was that lie 
had had something to do with the ln r 
auguratlon of tho steamship service be- 
tween British Columbia and that coun- 
try. (Prolonged applause.) He went 
On to refer to a trip ho had made to 
that republic and to his impressions. It 
was, he said, shaped something like 
"the horn of plenty" — a physical 
peculiarity which was vcrp appropriate 
in view of the fact that it was liter- 
ally "a land of plenty." He spoke of 
Its beauties and Its possibilities from 
an agricultural and from a commercial 
viewpoint. The construction of a line 
of railway across the republic, known 
as the Tchuantepcc railway, was 
specially mentioned. The operation of 
this line, It was stated, in conjunction 
with Canadian steamship services from 
British Columbia and from the Atlantic 
seaboard of Canada would open up a 
competitive shipping route which 
should prove of inestimable value to 
Canadian merchants and to the de- 
velopment of the Dominion. Also it 
would bring the Mexican republic and 
Canada close together, and would pre- 
sent the somewhat novel sight to the 
outside world of a rival transportation 
line from the Canadian East and the 
Canadian West via the Gulf of Mexico. 

In Mexico, the speaker said, there 
was grown a variety of produce with 
which Canadians were not familiar. 
Therefore the possibilities for tho de- 
velopment of trade were greater than 
otherwise would be the case. When vl 
Itlng that country he had seen apples 
in a store window which he know were 
not of the kind grown there. He 
made inquiries and found that they 
were from the county of Oxford, and 
that the dealer, after paying freight 
and other expenses, realized from their 
sale a handsome profit. (Applause.) 
This illustration, he thought, was suf- 
ficient proof of the illimitable market 
that might be opened for Canadian 
fruits. Although Mexico produced the 
majority of varieties It could 'not be 
gainsaid that they were not to be com- 
pared to those grown in the mild 
winter and summer climate of the ex- 
treme West or the East of Canada. 
The apples and other varieties had not 
the flavor, and the flowers lacked the 
fragrance. Therefore, that was one 
lino along which the merchants of the 
two places could work to their mutual 
advantage. 

Market For Lumber. 
Then there was the lumber trade, 
which might be developed to /i largo 
extent. He thought the market in 
Mexico for Canadian limber should be 
large, that the demand would be so 
heavy that It would take those engaged 
in the business all (heir time to supply 
It. The lumber there was of a close- 
grained, hard variety, altogether un- 
suitcd to building purposes. 

Had he the time, he said, It would be 
possible for him to make other enum- 
erations. But, lie thought that, after 
all, It was unnecessary. He was con- 
vinced that the people of Mexico and 
those of British Columbia realized the 
pos sibilities of trado between the two 
sections, nnd that the steamship ser- 
vices would bo taken advantage of to 
the fullest extent. 

Tho East and the West. 
Continuing, he. reiterated that he was 
grateful for the prlvlllego of speaking 
to the members of the Victoria Can 
adian Club. He went on to say that 
the people of tho East looked with 
favor on British Columbia, that they 
had great expectations of the province 
and looked for the development of 
closer trade and social relationship 
with the passing years. It had been 
found recently that tho West was 
making away with some of the best 
citizens of tho East. They" left intend 
Ing to return, but almost invariably 
failed in their determination, having, 
.doubtless, been made "willing pris'on-

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ers" in this fair section of tho West. 
But. he said, tho easterners did not 
regret the loss, because thoy loft that 
tho deserters were still in Canada, still 
contributing their influence and on- 
orgy towards the formation of a great 
Canadian unity. (Enthusiastic ap- 
plause.) 

A Suggestion. 

Reverting: to the labor problem he 
stated that It was only a few years ago 
that Ontario had been confronted with 
much tho same condition of affairs 
There, howevor, they had organized to 
bring about relief. It had been dis- 
covered that the va^t majority of the 
Immigrants, after landing on Canadian 
soil, mado their way to. the prairie 
provinces. The organization mentioned 
had appointed ngonts to moot the boats 
on which tho newcomers arrived. There 
they wore contracted for, and were 
brought into tho province of Ontario 
to assist in meeting the demand for 
laborers. The system had worked ad- 
mirably, and he thought the same 
would bo true if similar action wis 
-taken In Britislt Columbia. 11 A repre- 
sentative might be sent to Great Bri- 
tain, or negotiations might be. entered 
into with Commissioner Combe, of tho 
Salvation Army. Ho was sure, if tho 
latter course were adopted, large num- 
bers of Immigrants would be directed 
from tho East and tho middle west to 
this province. At any rate, in order to 
obtain tho men and women wnntod 
the people of British Columbia would 
havo to reach out. They would not 
come of their own accord In suillclcnt 
numbers under the present conditions 
Why, in tho Northwest he had heard 
that the farmers were bidding for their 
services, tho men going with the one 
able to promise the most attractive 
emolument. This showed how much 
the dearth of labor was felt elsewhere 
and how necessary It would be foi 
British Columbia to act on its own 
initiative in grappling with the prob- 
lem. I » 

Sir Wm. Mulock,' 1 concluding, said 
that on reaching Victoria he' had been 
visited by an old friend — rheumatism. 
(Laughter.) So close had his unwel- 
come guest stuck tnat ho had been 
afraid ho would be unable to attend 
tho dinner. However, since the in- 
spiration which had been afforded in 
addressing those present It had taken 
Its departure. (Laughter and en- 
thusiastic applause.) 

Mackenzie King. 
The applause having subsided, cries 
of "Mackenzie King, Mackenzie King," 
arose on all sides. Thereupon tho 
chairman introduced the Deputy Min- 
ister of Labor. Mr. King had not ex- 
pected to bo called upon, and thought 
it would bo presumptuous for him to 
attempt to add anything to the address 
which had been delivered by Sir Wil- 
liam Mulock. Ho, however, might ven- 
ture a few romarkw on the Canadian 
Club and its objects, having been one 
of the first officers of the original or- 
ganization which was brought into ex- 
istence at Ottawa, tho Capital. City of 
tho Dominion. In the course' of' 'the re- 
past the extent of the spread of tho 
movement since then had struck him 
most forcibly. He also had been re- 
minded of that remark of a great 
statesman to the effect that the form 
of government was best which actuated 
all classes of people in striving for the 
common good. That, he thought, was 
tho spirit which prevailed among mem- 
bers of the Canadian Club wherever 
such an organization was found. Its 
object was to bring Canadians together 
and by so doing to mould them In such 
a way that their country might be 
placed upon the highest possible plane 
among tho nations of the world. 
A Vote of Thanks. 
Chief Justice Hunter moved a vote 
of thanks to Sir William Mulock. In 
doing so he said that those who had 
listened to his remarks must have been 
impressed with the Idea that they 
were living in one of tho "gems" of 
tho Dominion of Canada. 

Acting Premier Tatlow seconded the 
motion. He said that he was sure 
everyone had followed the remarks of 
the guest of honor carefully. It had 
been an interesting and a useful 
speech. He expressed the hope that, 
having crossed the Rockies once, tho 
distinguished visitor would come again. 
Always ho would bo assured of a 
hearty welcome. He would even go as 
far as to advise that one day ho should 
come West and become one of ,tho 
those "willing prisoners" to whom ho 
had referred. At any rate ho wished 
Iflm a pleasuro return journey. (Ap- 
plause.) 

President McCurdy then tendered the 
vote of thanks in behalf of the mem- 
bers of tho club and tho banqueters 
dispersed.

"The capercailzie and black Game, 
which were Imported by the sports- 
men, of tho Mainland . and Vancouver 
Island, are doing splendidly, an- 
nounced J. Musgraye, of the Island 
Fish and Game club, yesterday. ' He 
sta'.ed that he . hliu been receiving 
regular reports of the condition- of the 
birds which were liberated In the 
vicinity of Victoria, namely, at Qua? 
tnichan lake, in the Cowiehan district, 
and elsewhere, and nil were of an ex- 
ceedingly favorable character. Of 
course ho could not. say positively of 
how. those which were set. free on the 
Mainland were doing, but was giyon 
to understand that thoy also were 
rapidly becoming ;icctima:tlzed . and 
showed every indication of nourishing 
In their new surroundings. 

These birds were ; brought to British 
Columbia in two;, consignments, • the 
Ill's t .' reaching tho . Kaclnc'. coast - from 
their -far-off home -in .^Denmark, some- 
time' In tlio'fall. -When. tho. length ..and 
the tadiousness \of the,, trjp , is consid- 
ered, their condition on ' arrival far 
surpassed (ho general expectations, 
and another most gratifying feature 
was that there were but few fatal- 
ities en route. This spring another 
shipment was Imported. .■These came 
through In even better shape, and im- 
mediately were set loose in the same 
localities as their predecessors • in or- 
der to make up for any losses .which 
might have occurred during the win- 
ter months. The policy adopted by 
those In charge of the experiment lias 
proved very successful, as Is evi- 
denced by tho foregoing statement by 
Mr. Musgrave. The birds apparently 
are well adapted to tho climate and 
the general environment of this part 
of British Columbia, and will, if prop- 
erly protected for the next few years, 
propagate to such an extent as to 
make it possible for disciples of Nim- 
rod to hunt them during certain speci- 
fied seasons. • 

Mr. Musgrave says that the black 
game at Quumlehau are seen almost 
every day. They are prospering, hav- 
ing plenty of feed and seeming to find 
that the section referred to suits them 
in every particular. As is usual at 
this season, they are in full plumage 
and present a beautiful appearance. 
Of the capercailzie, ho has not the 
same amount of information, hut he is 
convinced, nevertheless, that they are 
alive and well. It is pointed out that 
this species is of a different kind than 
the black game, having habits pe- 
culiarly their own. For instance, they 
wander a great deal. One day they 
may be found In one spot and the next 
it might be that they would bo "seen 
miles away from the former locality. 
Moreover, Mr. Musgrave explains, tho 
capercailzie frequent the wilder por- 
tions. They keep close to the for- 
ests and to the mountains, so that it 
would bo finite possible for them to 
disappear entirely for a few months, 
and then turn up again in Increased 
numbers and in the finest kind of 
physical condition. A short time ago 
it was reported by a gentleman who 
had made a trip through the country 
adjacent to Cowiehan lake that he had 
seen 'a number of the birds. They 
were on the side of one of the moun- 
tains which bound that immense body 
of water, and from what he could 
gather, evidently were cmlto satisfied 
and comfortable. 

Taking everything into considera- 
tion, Mr. Musgrave believes that the 
venture of Importing black game and 
capercailzie to British Columbia has 
met with unqualified success, with re- 
sults which would scarcely have been 
prophesied by the most sanguine of 
the original promoters. And he feels 
sure that within a few years the new 
birds will have so multiplied that the 
sportsmen will be shooting, at various 
seasons, these two new varieties 
Then, it is contended, British Colum- 
bians will be able to assort, without 
fear of contradiction, that hero Is to 
be enjoyed the greatest variety and 
the best spnrt to be found" anywhere 
In tho whole of America.

An Interesting Political Story Which 
Comes from Montreal 

One of the talcs of the week was 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier is anxious 
to bring Mr. Slfton back into the 
cabinet, says tho Montreal Gazette. 
Mr. Slfton resigned in 1005 to compel 
the government to alter the school 
clauses of the bills creating tho prov- 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
so us to reduce the educational priv- 
ileges given to Catholics. Ho won. 
He had manv of tho Western Liberal 
members with him, and, unless rumor 
was much wrong, so prominent an 
Eastern man as Mr. Fielding also. 
Certainly Mr. Paterson expressed sat- 
isfaction at the change. Mr. Slfton 
could come back, If Sir. Wilfrid Lau- 
rier could take him. He Is said to 
demand, however, that if. he again 
gives him ability to save tho party, 
Mr. Hvmnn, Sir Frederick Borden, 
Mr. Paterson and Mr. Scott must be 
replaced. Since tho disclosures as to 
the methods by which he was elected 
in London, Mr. Hyman's, usefulness 
as a minister may be said to be gone. 
Sir Frederick Borden never possessed 
any. Mr. Scott Is a veteran whose 
day of effective work is well past. 
Mr. Paterson is a weak minister, but 
personally liked and • respected. He 
Is still useful with the old Liberals, 
but could be spared. It would be curi- 
ous if all these would go out to bring 
in the man who was constitutionally, 
if hot personally; responsible for the 
curious deals which havo caused Mr. 
Oliver much worry in failing to ex- 
plain and the government a wide loss 
of prestige and respect.

SIR WILLIAM'S SPEECH 

The speech of Sir William Mulock 
at the Canadian Club luncheon was 
- very Interesting and practical. Ho 
has never visited the Coast before, 
hut ho exhibited a knowledge- of the 
potentialities of Victoria and Vancou- 
ver Island that might be copied with 
advantage by some of us, who' have 
been hero a long time. Undoubtedly 
the attractiveness of this part of 
Canada from a scenic point of view is 
an asset of very great value. This 
ground has been, gono over in these 
columns so often, that all we need do 
today Is to express pleasure that so 
competent an observer as our dis- 
tinguished visitor regards this feature 
of the future of Vancouver as one of 
great importance, while he has not 
failed to recognize that we have all 
the other factors, which go to make 
up a prosperous community. What 
was of special interest in his address 
.was his reference to tho possibilities 
Ot Mexican trade, particularly what 
he said about the market for our ap- 
ples. Tho fact that apples can bo 
taken from Ontario points by rail and 
sold at a handsome profit in Mexico 
is proof positive that Vancouver 
Island apples can be shipped there 
very advantageously. This feature 
of Mexican imports has not, so far as 
,we have : observed, received much at- 
tention here, but , undoubtedly it will 
be taken up by some of our fruit 
growers during the present season. It 
is true that we do not lack a market 
for our apples and other fruit, but it 
would be highly advantageous to 
have another opened. Sir William 
has done a very excellent service to 
this locality by laying s-tress upon 
this particular line of trade. What 
he said shows that we may Indefi- 
nitely expand our production of ap- 
ples, and we take It that what is true 
,of apples is also true of our pears. 

Sir William's forceful observations 
upon Canadian conditions generally 
were conceived in the spirit which 
the Canadian Clubs are intended to 
promote. Such an address as he de- 
livered cannot fail to aid in tho de- 
velopment of a spirit of loyalty to- 
wards our country and to the oblitera- 
tion of all lines of political demarca- 
tion, when it becomes necessary to 
discuss those practical matters which 
make for the betterment of the Db- 
minion. 



In the brief remarks, which he made 
In response to an unexpected call, Mr. 
Mackenzie King gave expression to 
sentiments of a lofty nature, and 
struck a responsive chord in the heart 
of all who heard- him. ' We' feel like 
endorsing, also, in the strongest pos- 
sible way the observation of Chief 
Justice Hunter, in which he ex- 
pressed his pleasure that Sir William 
jVIulock, although a member of the ju- 
diciary of Ontario, does not deem it 
unfitting for him to participate in 
non-partisan, efforts to develop Cana- 
dian sentiment and direct public opin- 
ion into wise channels. It would be 
an unfortunate tiling if the country 
had to lose the benefit of the rip- 
ened judgment of its public men, sim- 
ply because they had been appointed 
to high judicial positions. The learned 
Chief Justice himself set an excellent 
example In this respect. 

BETTER SERVICE NEEDED. 



Wo are advised by a correspondent 
that there is a movement on foot 
amonsr the farmers on the Gulf Islands 
to secure better connection with Vic- 
toria. Reference has already been 
made at some detail to the Imperfect 
character of the existing service. The 
public generally will agree with a cor- 
respondent, whose letters we print this 
morning that no blame attaches to 
the ofllelals who are charged with the 
duty of endeavoring to accomodate 
the nubile with wretchedly inadequate 
means at their disposal. They do their 
best: but the people can hardly afford 
to wait until it suits the convenience 
of the owners of the railway to give 
them bettor appliances. • We fear that 
tho Victoria & Sydney railway will 
have to bo left out of consideration in 
all plans for the development of the 
Saanich Peninsula, and hence for af- 
fording- such connection with the Is- 
lands of the Gulf as will induce people 
to settle upon them in such number:; 
os their attractiveness would otherwise 
warrant. 

What is needed Is not the electrifi- 
cation of the V. & S. railway, but the 
construction of an electric belt line 
Eiround tho whole peninsula. If the 
Great Northern Hallway Company, in 
whom it Is understood tho ownership 
of the railway is vested, ever propose 
to put on nn up-to-date car forry to 
the Mainland, tho V. & S. will serve a 
useful ourposo In connection there- 
with, but in tho very nature of tho 
case it cannot bo used satisfactorily 
by tho residents of tho Peninsula. It 
Js not in the right place. It Is dotibt r 
feas In tho best place- for a through 



railway, but It is not so far as the re- 
quirements of the . intervening com- 
munity ar& concerned. 

We suggest an electric railway, fol- 
lowing a course somewhat as follows: 
Out the Cedar Hill Road to Cordova 
Bay; along tho Bay until the elevation, 
east of Elk Lake could be rounded so as 
to bring tho lino to tho east of Saanich 
Road; out that road to Sidney; then on 
to North Saanich and across to Saan- 
ich Arm, following tho west road down 
to Tod Inlet; then In by way of the 
West Saanich road to a point near tho 
Royal Oak, thenco to a point on tho 
Burnsido road, and along the latter to 
tho city. This would mako in all a 
lino Drobably a little more than forty 
miles in length, and It is certain that 
there would be a population along it 
which would mako it profitable. It 
would do a large business in carrying 
passengers and be used by farmers to 
bring their produce Into town. It would 
lead to tho building of seasldo hotels 
on Saanich Arm and other points; It 
would lead to the subdivision of tho 
whole district into small holdings. It 
would glvo Victoria a thickly popu- 
lated suburban area, which would 
mean very much to its business. 

This is by no means a Utopian 
scheme. It Is exactly in lino with what 
is being done elsewhere An electric 
road is projected, and wo think 'is as- 
sured, from New Westminster to Chil- 
iwack. One is being constructed bo- 
tween Seattle and Everett and another 
between Seattle and Bellingham, 
is to bo prolonged to Vancouver. Be- 
tween all tho points mentioned there 
are other means of communication, 
and in two of them several. The elec- 
tric roads, which follows tho high- 
ways, along which people live can stop 
before every one's door if they wish, 
are what are being used to develop 
areas, not half so promising from a 
business point of view as the Saanich 
Peninsula. 

But an electric railway, located 
somewhat as suggested, Is not tho 
only thing needed. A bettor steam 
boat service to tho islands is wanted 
This would mean very much for Vic 
toria, and very much in thorway of 
increased value to property and con- 
venience to settlers upon the Inlands 
We do not say that tho Dominion gov- 
ernment might not assist tho suggest- 
ed electric railway, but we do say 
most emphatically that Its assistance 
could very properly be asked for the 
maintenance of a better steamboat ser 
vice than Is now provided. Again we 
say that we are not finding fault with 
tho persons, who are giving the pre 
sent service. V.'o assume that they are 
doing as well as they can. But they 
are not doing as well as the people of 
tho Islands require. In tho Eastern 
Provinces subsidies are freely given 
for steamboat service. For example, a 
subsidy of $15,000 is given to the In- 
terprovincial Navigation Co., Ltd., for 
making GO trips a year in tho Gaspe 
Basin; a similar amount is paid for a 
service to the Magdalen Islands; $18,- 
000 are paid for three trips a month 
during the eight months on tho lower 
St. Lawrence; ?12,500 for a service be- 
tween St. John and Digby. Other sub- 
sidies might be mentioned, showing 
that the Dominion recognizes its duty 
to provide liberally for steamer com- 
munication for localities not a whit 
more isolated than the Guif Islands. 
We submit that something might be- 
done along this line, and direct the at- 
tention of Mr. Ralph Smith, who re- 
presents the constituency in which the 
Islands are, and of Mr. Templeman, 
who represents this city, which has so 
much to gain from improved services 
along the lines mentioned, to the needs 
of the situation.

A BRITISH CRITIC. 

Mr. E. B. Osborr, who as far as we 
knosv is without any special warrant 
to speak upon Canadian politics, is 
very much disgusted with -Canadians 
generally because of the attitude which 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier took at tho Im- 
perial Conference, and he writes to the 
London Morning Post to say that all 
Canadians public men, except the ac- 
tual leaders arc "either prospective or 
potential boodlors," These people, he 
says prevent "the infusion of the lar- 
ger issues of national and imperial 
issues into party politics." By this we 
suppose we are to understand that Mr. 
Osborn is disappointed because Can- 
ada has not played into the hands of 
the English Conservatives, or rather 
that portion of them who follow the 
lead of Mr. Chamberlain on trade mat- 
ters. We are not suro that we ought 
to find very much fault with Mr. Os- 
born for expressing such views about 
Canadian public men, because lie lias 
the' party press to fall back upon in 
justifications. The Colonist is one of the 
few papers in Canada, which absolute- 
ly abstains from questioning the mo- 
tives of those to whom it is politi- 
cally opposed and from making 
charges of corruption. There are some 
others, but we regret to say that tho 
general tone of the Canadian press, 
In discussing public men, might very 
well create such an impression In the 
minds of outsiders as those entertain- 
ed by Mr. 0;;born. This is exceeding- 
ly unfortunate. It is time that a 
change took place; it is time that we 
all discussed measures more and men 
less. We believe that the great' ma- 
jority of Canadian public men are 
honest; but unfortunately a few peo- 
ple, who are not, contrive to get them- 
selves into the lime-light, and the 
wholo country suffers thereby. Both 
parties must purge themselves-of such 
people; both parties must mako it 
known that they will not tolerate dis- 
honesty. Until this has been done, we 
must expect tho tone of public life in 
the Dominion to be misunderstood. 

But while we cannot find fault with 
Mr. Osborn for what ho has said in 
this respect, although It is ndt justified 



by all tho facts, while It is excusable 
in tho light of some of them, wo think 
that ho clearly misunderstands tho 
Canadian attitude towards the Empire, 
which Sir Wilfrid Laurier very clearly 
represented, as is shown by tho fact 
that his position has been endorsed by 
Sir Charles Tupper and has not been 
tho subject of protest from any of the 
Conservative leaders in tho Dominion, 
even the press either having approved 
of it in general terms, or remained 
silent. Tho attitude of Canada on Im- 
perial questions is substantially that 
there is apt to be the less speed tho 
more hasto Is exercised in the work of 
empire-building. The Canadian people 
see in conditions as they are today the 
result of a century, at least, of evo- 
lution," and they are not going 
to bo hurried in doing their share to- 
wards finishing the work, because 
some ardent Imperialists in England 
would like to sec events move a little 
faster. There is no difference of opin- 
ion in tho country on that point. As 
Canadians look at tho matter the next 
move belongs to tho United Kingdom. 
We know what wo would like, but we 
do not propose to make the slightest 
effort to force the hands of the British 
peoplo to make any move, which they 
do not themselves think is in their own 
interest. Some of us have already 
gone over to England to preach tho 
true gospel of fiscal reform to the peo- 
ple, with apparently little success. 
Most of us realize that in one re- 
spect we aro simply chips off tho old 
block. We want to be allowed to man- 
age our own affairs, and we aro qulto 
content to have tho people of the 
United Kingdom manage theirs. Mr. 
Osborn does not seem to like this at- 
titude; but if any other were, adopted 
by the component parts of the Empire, 
the Imperial fabric would not last a 
decado. There can be no Empire with- 
out local supremacy on local questions. 



LECTURES ON THE EMPIRE. 

A beginning has been made In Eng- 
land towards a series of lectures illus- 
trated by lantern slides to be delivered 
throughout the Empire. Tho lectures 
in the United Kingdom will be on the 
Colonies and those in the Colonies on 
tho United Kingdom. The idea origin 
ated with Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. A 
committee of ladies has raised £1000 
for the purpose, and tho Colonial Of 
flee has also taken the matter up, As 
yet all that has been attempted is the 
first part of the programme, and fa 
series of lectures will.be sent out to 
Canada, India, West Africa, the West 
Indies, East Africa and the Eastern 
Colonies. The expense is expected to 
be borne by the Indian and Colonial 
governments, but in any case it will 
not be ver> large. Wo think this an 
excellent Idea. Millions of British 
subjects have only a very hazy idea of 
what the Mother Country is like, and 
the more that can be done to make 
an intelligent understanding of what 
that country is like common to Brit- 
ish youth everywhere, the better it 
will be for tho Empire. So also do 
we regard the proposal to provide il- 
lustrate? locturos upon tho Colonies to 
be delivered In the United Kingdom 
If we know little about tho home land, 
the people who live there must know 
even less about tho Colonics. Kor- 
tunatcly tho perfection readied in pho- 
tography and in the use of lantern 
slides renders it passible to remove a 
great deal of the ignorance which 
must necessarily prevail among people, 
who have never seen anything but an 
old-settled land. We know, of course, 
that; the pictures cannot do justice to 
the reality of some of the greatest fea- 
tures of the country. For exumple no 
photograph can convey the Idea of a 
prairie, nor of our mountain scenery, 
but very much can be done, especially 
in the way of showing, for example 
that In even those parts of Canada, 
which arc considered remote we are 
not lacking In those things which 
make living easy. Notwithstanding all 
that lias been said and written, thou 
sands of people believe that In nearly 
every part of the Dominion wo livo 
under exceedingly primitive conditions. 
Many readers will recall the paragraph 
from tho leading English fashion mag- 
azine, which told tho Devonshire lady 
how idle should dre3s on coming to 
Victoria. It is very riifllcult to per- 
suade people that things arc as they 
are in so new country as ours. Hence 
well selected slides with proper des- 
criptive matter will "fill a long felt 
want." 



ent government has specially dis- 
tinguished itself as to its financial 
policy, nor does it mean that tho 
people aro being more heavily taxed.

The Immigration of men without trades is 
not so specifically discouraged and the re- 
sult Is that there nre coming to Canada 
In numbers larger than It Is pleasant to 
contemplate, men from the Motherland 
who are unfitted for the physical toil 
of the farm, the forest and the mine, and 
have not that skill and experience in what 
might be called the clerking trades 
which would enable them to enter with 
any chance of success Into the competi- 
tion of an already overcrowded market. 

What shall be done with them? From 
private sources It may he learned that 
there are nevcral sufjb cases In Ottawa 
already, cases of men who have proved 
their willingness to work- but have .hrok- 
en down under the 11 physical hardships 
of the tasks -which they have attempted. 
It may he deemed ',a pity that such men 
should have hcnii persuaded to come to 
Canada at all, but now (hat they are here 
It Is our duty to help them. 

The Toronto plan, the British welcome 
League, seems to offer the possibilities of 
niotliodlc.il handling of such canes. Its 
objects have been approved by the Ontario 
government. A similar organization in Ot- 
tawa should lie able to do a good deal 
of useful and humane work.— Ottawa 
Journal.

Now Under Consideration by Ex- 
ecutive of Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Society 



Plans for tho proposed sanitarium 
of British Columbia Antl-Tuberqulbsls 
Hociety have been prepared and arc now 
under consideration by the executive. 
The plans were prepared by fllr. Lath- 
am, a well known English architect, 
and won His Majesty's prize of £300 
for a sanitarium building. The build- 
ing, while providing accommodation for 
forty patients at the start, Is so laid out 
that it can be added to and extended 
Indefinitely. The plans are simplicity 
itself and this fact is considered one 
of the strongest arguments In favor of 
their adoption. 

The proposed building consists of a 
centra! part for administration pur- 
poses, from which will radiato the 
wards for the treatment of patients and 
the dining room and kitchen. The 
administration building will bo two 
stories high and In it will bo located 
the various offices us Well as living 
quarters for tho staff. Erom either side 
if this building extend wings, one story 
high, containing the wards, twenty 
being provided for on either side. In 
order to relieve the monotony these 
wings, Instead of extending straight 
out ore deflected half way, giving a 
crescent effect to the front of the in- 
stitution. Along the bnek of the wings 
run corridors into which will open the 
wards, each of which will contain ac- 
commodation for one patient. Opening 
from the corridors to the rear will be 
the toilet rooms, lavatories, etc. Tho 
Cront of these wings will lie of glass, 
so arranged that It eon be removed in 
summer. The patients will thus have 
the benefit of all the light that it 1;; 
possible to get at all times, and in 
favorable weather will also have ad- 
ditional advantage of sleeping to n'l 
Intents mid purposes in tho open air. 
These wings can be. extended to ac- 
commodate uny number of patients 
without Interfering witli the general 
scheme of the building. 

Directly in tho renr of the nd.minls- 
tratlon building will be the dining 
room, and behind It the kitchen. From 
either corner of the front of administra- 
tion building a sun room will project.

WINTER IN NOVA SCOTIA

Previous to Its regular weekly 
meeting the city council met last eve- 
ning as la board of health/, when re- 
ports of the medical health officer 
and sanitary Inspector were received 
and a deputation from the school 
board heard asking for a regular 
medical inspection of the city schools. 
The mayor on behalf of tho council 
promised to take up this matter. 

The deputation from tho school 
board included Chairman Juy, Trus- 
tees McK.eown, Lewis and Riddell and 
tiupt. Eaton. 

Dr. Robertson, medical health of- 
ficer, reported that there wero no 
cases of scarlet fever In the city, but 
two cases wero now convalescing In 
the isolation hospital. There were 
no cases of diphtheria, but one case of 
chlekenpox was In quarantine. 

As they all knew there was at pres- 
ent an epidemic of measles. The 
South Park, Kingston Street and 
Spring Ridge schools had been closed, 
us well as the primary department of 
the Central school. Yesterday sev- 
enteen cases had been reported from 
the north ward school, and 1)0 pupils 
were absent. At Hillside school yes- 
terday there were fifty absentees. 
This might be accounted for to a cer- 
tain extent by the fact that the dis- 
ease had broken out in the Orphans' 
home, and he had given orders that 
none of the children In that Institu- 
tion bo allowed to attend, any school. 

Mayor Morley — Are there any steps 
that could have been taken that would 
have prevented the spread of the dis- 
ease? 

Dr, Robertson replied that in his 
opinion there were not. Not only 
school children, but also adults were 
being attacked by the disease. As soon 
as the disease had been noticed all 
tho teachers had been instructed to 
send homo all children coughing or 
showing other symptoms of measles. 
Measles were also prevalent in other 
parts of the Island, so that he did not 
think any other reasonable precau- 
tions could have been taken. Of 
course things could have been car- 
ried so far as to close all tho Sunday 
schools, churches and other places 
where people congregated. 

In reply to Mayor Morley, Dr. Rob- 
ertson said further that he did not 
think the merry-go-round recently 
started would tend to spread the dis- 
ease. 

Sanitary Inspector Wilson said he 
had nothing special to report further 
than that conditions in tho city were 
good. 

Aid. Fullerton asked In what condi- 
tion open drains about the city were. 
On Ladysmith street, for example, 
baths, etc., were emptied Into these 
opon drains, and he thought some 
means should be taken to clean out 
such drains periodically. Otherwise an 
epidemic of diphtheria was likely. 

Inspector Wilson replied . that ho 
tried to look after all such matters, 
but that tho actual work of cleaning 
these drains devolved upon the sewer 
department. 

Mayor Morley then called upon 
Chairman Jay, of the school board, to 
address the meeting. Mr. Jay, in op- 
ening, referred to the fact that two 
years ago tho board had asked for a 
medical inspection of the city schools, 
and they were there to renew tho re- 
quest. Before going any further he 
wanted it understood that tho board 
did not want to be considered as cast- 
ing any reflection upon the ability of 
the medical health officer, nor on the 
manner in which he performed his 
duties. The medical health officer 
could not be expected to make a reg- 
ular systematic inspection of the 
schools for the amount of salary now- 
paid him. The salary should either 
be Increased or sufficient - be granted 
to enable him to employ assistants for 
this work. If there had been a prop- 
er inspection of schools the present 
epidemic of measles would not have 
assumed tho proportions that it had. 
Tho epidemic had caused a break in 
tho school work at- a critical time, 
when pupils should be getting ready 
for examinations and was, therefore, 
all the more regrettable. Under the 
regulations of the provincial board of 
health it was the duty of tho medical 
officer to attend to tho inspection 
of the schools and what they asked 
was that mutually satisfactory ar- 
rangements bo made whereby tho 
work should be undertaken by that 
official. The school board, he would 
just point out, could not, under tho 
law, undertake this work with any 
degroo of satisfaction or hopo of suc- 
cess. 

P, H. Eaton, superintendent of city 
schools, spoke In support of Mr. Jay's 
remarks. This work of Inspection 
had been undertaken In other cities, 
and hud proven most effective in pre- 
venting the spread of maladies such 
as measles. Tho fact that so manv 
children were brought together in 
closo confinement made easy tho 
spread uf disease. In connection with 
the work of Inspecting the schools ho 
thought that every pupil should un- 
dergo a medical Inspection onco a 
year, the rooms should be visited 
weekly by tho medical health officer 
and during an epidemic such us the 
present a doctor should visit the 
school every day. 

Trustees Mclvcown, Riddell and 
Lewis supported tho application. 

The mayor and some of the alder- 
men spoke briefly, Aid. Hall appar- 
ently being afraid that the council 
would be held to blame for the spread 
of the measles. Tho mayor assured 
tho deputation that their representa- 
tions would be carefully considered. 

SHINGLE MILLS BURNED 

Dominion Mill at Sapperton Totally 
Destroyed on Saturday Evening 

Now Westminster, May 11. — Tho 
Dominion shinglo mill at Sapperton, 
nn offshoot of the Brunette sawmills, 
was totally destroyed by flro this 
ovenlng. The blaze wns discovered in 
the mill building shortly befora fi 
o'clock, and the Westminster and 
Sapperton lire departments responded 
promptly to the call. The fire had, 
however, secured a strong grip on the 
structure and the efforts of tho lire- 
men were concentrated upon keeping 
tho blazo from spreading to the dry 
kilns. In this they wero successful, 
but tho mill Itself and the wharf ad- 
Joining were a total loss. Tho mill 
was owned locally and the loss will ba 
about $10,000. 

It was nlso reported during the day 
that a small shingle mill on the south 
Bide of the river In Surrey municipal- 
ity had boon destroyed by lire,

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MILLSTBEAM AS' SOURCE 
OF CUT WATER SUPPLY 



City Engineer and Water Com- 
missioner Submit Report 
to the. Council 



The leading feautres of last night's 
meeting of tho city council was tho re 
port of the city engineer and tho water 
commissioner on the possibility of se- 
curing a water supply from tho High 
and districts. According to the rfi; 
gures submitted by these two oillclals 
a supply from this source suftlclent 
to meet the city's present and future 
needs would cost $1,200,000. 

This sum would provide for tho 
headworks at Milistream, including 
Lost Lake, at Lavender's Swamp 
at the source of supply, the necessary 
piping to the city, distributing reser- 
voirs and connection throughout the 
city. • ■ 

The total amount estimated is thus 
divided: 

Headworks at Milistream, $500,000, 
main pipe lino, $270,000; reservoirs 
and connections, $185,000; distribution, 
$215,000. 1 « 

Storage reservoirs under the sug- 
gested plan would be established at 
20.80 inches, showing 3 1-2 per cent. 
Main Stream, onc-at each of tho three 
lakes on the east fork and two on the 
west fork. One of the latter might be 
left out. 

Measurements by rain gauges show- 
ed a total preclpatlon from October 1st 
to April 3th of -13.71 inches. For the 
last twelve years the avcrago precipi- 
tation at Coldstream Lakes for the 
samo period has been 59.70 inches and 
at Beaver Lake 30. 8 4 inches. This year 
at these two places it was 57.20 and 
29.80 inches, chowing 3 1-2 per cent, 
less than the average. 

Measurement by the flow by the 
weirs gave the following figures in 
gallons: point of diversion, 2,694,705,- 
292; main stream, 2,268,954,944; east 
fork, 1,435,073,108; - west fork, 6G0.088,- 
256. The greatest flow In any one day 
was 119,772,000 gallons, on February 
9 th. 

Analysis 'of the water by Mr. Car- 
mlcheal allows that the quality of the 
water is first class, though the pres- 
ence of carbonate of lime makes it 
harder than, that of Elk Lake. 

Lost Lake, the proposed point of di- 
version, Is 302 feet above sea level, 
't he gathering ground and other con- 
ditions are favorable. 

Messrs. Topp and Raymur suggest 
that if the city's main supply be 
brought from Milistream, Coldstream, 
or SoOkO Lake, Elk Luke might still 
be used as the source of supply for the 
Oak Bay and Cadboro Bay districts, as 
well as the farming community be 
tween tho lake and tho city. 

It is recommended In the report that, 
if further investigation of Milistream 
district is desired, Mr. Adams bo se- 
cured to undertake the work.

ESQUIMALT NAVAL YARDS 

Marine Department Wiil Make Baso 
There When Transfer Is Made 

An Ottawa special of yesterday 
said tho Dominion government will 
take ovor tho Esquimau naval yard 
within a few weeks, details for tho 
transfer having been arranged at a 
conference held between Lord Tweed- 
mouth and Hon. B. P. Prodeur, min- 
ister of marine. When the change 
takes place steps will be taken to 
make Esquimau the base In British 
Columbia of the marine department. 
The present wharf is altogether too 
small for the needs of the department. 
It is proposed to make the naval yard 
the base of the steamers Quadra, 
Kestrel and other vessels of tho mar- 
ine and fisheries department. The 
steamer Alexandra, being built at the 
British Columbia marine railway for 
the hydrographic department, and the 
new fishery cruiser, will also be sta- 
tioned at Esqulmalt, There, too, the 
buoys, beacons and other Impediments 
of the marine and fisheries depart- 
ment will be stored.

MONTARA IN PORT 

Landed Fifty Japanese Here Yester- 
day Morning 

The steamer Montara, one time 
known as the Wllliamette, with which 
vessel tho steamer Charmer, then 
known as Premier, collided many years 
ago, arrived in port yesterday with 
a cargo of general freight, including 
many consignments for trans-shipment 
mlt to Australia by tho steamer Man- 
uka, nnd 290 Japanese ex tho Pacific 
Mall steamer China, on which they 
came from Honolulu and Japan, the 
bulk coming from the Hawaiian isl- 
ands. The Montara landed fifty Jap- 
anese at this port. Since Saturday 
253 Japanese wore landed from vari- 
ous vessels, 00 from tho Yangtzse, 104 
from tho Oanfa, who were delayed at 
AVilliam Head until yesterday, ten 
from the Rioju Maru and 50 from tho 
Montara. Leaving San Francisco on 
Thursday last the Montara arrived at 
William Head on Sunday, after night 
fall, too late to pass quarantine. 

A Japanese Jioardlnghousc-kecper 
from Vancouver, who arrived hero on 
Sunday, made strenuous efforts to se- 
cure loacal boatmen to put his aboard, 
but ho failed to accomplish his .pur- 
pose. 

When the steamer China, by which 
the. Japanese came to San Francisco, 
reached the Bay City, a number of 
Japanese brought from the Islands 
were refused landing owing to the 
passports held by them being alleged 
to be false. Immigration officers at 
the Golden Gate stated that the pass- 
ports In question had been used by 
previous arrivals and sent back to 
the Hawaiian Islands for those who 
came by the steamer China.

Mall advicc3 from tho Orient state 
that reforms in China arc now being 
imperilled by intrigue. A foreigner, 
holding official "position at Peking, 
tells the inner story of the downfall 
of Tang Shao Yi, tho Yalo graduate, 
who until recently was' one of the 
most powerful men near the court. He 
speaks of disaffection in Yan Shin 
Kal's much advertised army and takes 
a discouraging view ; of the govern- 
ment's financial " status, of tho at 
tempts at educational reform and the 
suppression of opium. He says: 

"After the startling edicts of last 
autumn, reorganizing the central gov- 
ernment, there came a reaction. Its 
cause cannot bo stated definitely, but 
it is probably twofold— the rapid spread 
of revolutionary ideas among the stu- 
dents In Japan and the foreign edu- 
cated Chinese at home, and secondly, 
tho success, of conservative Intrigue at 
the court, inspired hy jealousy. 

"The approval of the imperial court 
to the reform programme was no 
doubt given with tho object in part 
of taking tho wind out of the sails 
of the revolutionists, .but the fact that 
in spite of the proposed .measures tho 
party kept up its activity and was re 
exulting so rapidly was a great dis 
couragement and has aroused great 
fear. 

"As a consequence all men of mod- 
ern education have come more or less 
under suspicion. It has been easy 
therefore for the conservatives to in- 
trigue successfully against such men 
as Yuan Shlh Kal and his protege, 
Tang Shao YI. Tang Shao Y r l had 
been mado senior vice-president of the 
new board of communications and se- 
cured some of tho most important 
posts for his friends. One of tliese 
is young S. Alfred Sze, who is a 
graduate of Cornell and an accom- 
plished man. Unfortunately Szo is 
related by marriage to Tang and tech- 
nically it was improper to appoint 
him. This gave the conservatives the 
chance which they sought. They im- 
peached Tang, saying that the board 
of education was nothing but a Can- 
ton clubhouse and was filled with 
Tang's relatives and friends though 
Szo seems to bo the only man related 
to hhn. Two severe edicts were 
Issued, reproving Tang, and ono .. of 
them removed ; Sze and. another un- 
der, secretary' from '• 'office 'a.8\ Incap- 
able. ' 

"It looks as though the government 
was doing everything to. alienato tho 
young men educated abroad and thus 
to play right into the hands of the 
revolutionists. 

"Tho floods in Hunan, Kiang Si and 
Kiang Su last summer and the result- 
ing ; famine have greatly strengthened 
tho revolutionary party. Many men 
have been driven into brigandage. 

"In Kiang Si the revolutionary bands 
received so many recruits that they 
were able to Inaugurate tho rebellion 
some weeks ago. It is reported sup- 
pressed, but tho real situation is un- 
known. Quantities of arms and am- 
munition wore smuggled into the 
country from Japan and tho rebels 
have been operating in a mountain- 
ous region where it is easy to elude 
pursuit and just as easy to cut off 
imnll bands of troops. 

"Many of the imperial soldiers are 
said to be surrendering without much 
resistance, and thus turning over their 
arms to the rebels. It is said in Peking 
that 70 per cent or more of the troops 
[n ..£\ e Ya "Stso region are disaffected. 

Discouraging facts have come to 
light in connection with tho northern 
army which was supposed to be thor- 
oughly loyal, Now that Yuan no longer 
commands there Is want of promptness 
In paying tho men's wages and cor- 
responding discontent.- 

"There is another feature of the 
present revolutionary movement that 
distinguishes it n-om other rebellion 
conspiracies in the .past, and that Is 
tho high character of many of those 
engaged in it. 

' Tho result of the suspicion and fear 
Which prevail Is a general feeling of 
unrest and a .slackening of the wheels 
of progress. The reforms instituted on 
paper have never really gone much 
bejond this initial stage except in the 
matter of education and the army 
But even in. these departments there 
Is being felt now tho lack of properly 
qualified men to carry out the pro- 
gramme. v 1 ' 

"Thorp is no doubt a roal desire on 
the part of some of tho promoters of 
the anti-opium crusade to have the 
opium smoking habit eradicated but 
tho method employed, that of increas- 
ed taxation, does not seem likely to 
accomplish much, as it has ' led' to •. 
great increase of revenue, and the 
government is in such sore need of 
funds that It is doubtful if the reduc- 
tion in cultivation of the poppy win bo 
seriously carried out. 

"The financial .condition of tho gov- 
ernment does. not . seem to ho ah en- 
viable one. Tho provincial govern- 
ments are hard pressed by the do 
mands for tho indemnity and the 
many reforms inaugurated, and bv a 
loss of -a part of their opium revenue 
which now goes to tho imperial treas- 



veloplng the fruit growing industry," 
says Mr. Lockyor. 

"Spring in tho seat and middle 
west," continued Mr. Lockyer,, "has 
this year been exceptionally backward, 
and I experienced particularly cold 
weather everywhere with tho excep- 
tion, of course, of New York. The 
backward spring was by no means 
confined to any particular section, 
and coming as it did on the top of a 
severe winter, was disappointing to 
agriculturists and ranchers; the oper- 
ations of tho former, In the way of 
seeding, etc., being considerably han- 
dicapped so far. Tho losses among 
tlie stock on some of tho ranges have 
bcon very heavy, owing to tho deep 
snow preventing the cattle from get- 
ting at tho feed. Going through tho 
Blaekfeet reservation, on tho Groat 
Northern, I was particularly struck 
with tho largo number of dead cattle 
lying adjacent to the track. many 
of which had apparently been killed 
through getting into tho cuts as pro- 
tection from the storms. 

"Business generally in tho east Is 
in a prosperous condition, and the 
largo number of Immigrants from 
Great Britain almost dally arriving in 
Canada, would, it was thought, ma- 
terially relieve the present shortage of 
labor." 



LOADS OF IMMIGRANTS 

Ten Thousand Arrivals at Montreal in 
Two Days ; 

Montreal, May 13. — Immigration re- 
turns for the two days ending tho 
past week show that upwards of ten 
thousand settlers have reached Can- 
adian ports within that interval, 
bound for the fertile fields of western 
Canada. The majority of these have 
already passed through Montreal, but 
there are many yet to bo forwarded 
to their destination. Such a largo 
influx in two days put a severe tax 
on the colonist car 'accommodation, 
but up to the present no difficulty has 
been experienced by tho railway auth- 
orities in handling tho newcomers. The 
vessels that reached Montreal and 
Quebec on Friday and Saturday with 
their L^mplements of third class pas 
sengers are ns follows: Empress of 
Ireland, 1,500; Lake Manitoba, 1,000;

London Times:— At Caxton-hall Lord 
Uoherts presided over a niectlmr arranged 
by the (National .Service league; when an 
address was given by the Hon. W. M. 
Hughes (Common wealth Parliament) on 
"Compulsory Military Training from the 
point of View of un Australian Labor 
l.eailer." 

Mr. Hughes said he'.dld not propose to 
tell them how to 1 Hofend Great Britain, 
but he assumed that" What was true of 
Australia would bo-trao or truer of 'Great 
Britain; If the neeihi, of Australia were 
great, those of Great .illrltalu were great- 
er, and, If Australia, was less prepared 
her dangers were less. He mado rib pre- 
tence of knowing anything about the mat- 
ter from the standpoint of the expert; it 
wins as a citizen that he spoke. He and 
those whe thought with him held that It 
was the primary duty of every citizen to 
defend Ills own country. The defense o£ 
one's country wus no personal that only 
a long course of wrong thinking and 
wrong doing In their civic and national 
life could mala; any other feeling tolerated 
at nil. Those who opposed national de- 
fense did so fur many reasons. Some nald 
that It was opposed to the genius of the 
British people, but he could not remem- 
ber one reform which had been Intro- 
ruced into Australia where some men did 
not got up and say that It was opposed 
to the genius of the British people. For 
hundreds of years ' a standing army was 
not tolerated In England, nor was the 
need for It felt, A standing army was 
opposed to the very nature of democracy 
It was a menace to civic liberty and 
might bo the instrument of the despot or 
the unscrupulous politician, and men 
thinking as he did In political matters 
would toe living In -a fool's paradise If 
they were content to. allow the defence 
of their country to lie solely In the 
hands of tho hired soldier. Those who 
advocated universal military training were 
told that conscription' was repugnant to 
the British people, hut those who taught 
that conscription anil universal military 
training were the name things wore con- 
fusing things which were fundamentally 
different. It was true that in times of 
need every able bodied man would he 
called upon, hut there the similarity end- 
ed. Conscription produced militarism nud 
caste. .It kept a man long enough with 
the colours to make him a. soldier, It 
took hhn from civic employment for sev- 
eral years at a critical period of his life, 
and often ruined lilm, because he was an 
Idle man after going through his re- 
cruit's drll. The fact that, they bad a 
standing army to defend their country 
showed that the British race had sunk lu- 
ll condition when they loved ease and 
cloth rather than doing their dutr. 
(Cheers). If fireat Britain became a Social 
Istlc state, It would have to be defended 
by the male adults, and for thu Socialists 
to complain about compulsion was like 
tlie devil complaining about sin. (Laugh- 
ter.) Socialism lived by compulsion and 
civilization lived by compulsion, and in 
fact everything In the world lived by 
compulsion. The fundamental lesson to bo 

learned by every one was that they could 
not separate a right from a corresponding 
duty. To have such an army an was 
really necessary for this army would mean 
Increasing toy at least 100 percent, the 
cost of the present army. It would make 
them a military nation, and Impose on 
them nil those undesirable conditions 
which ns Englishmen they hud always de- 
tested. There was only one thing to do, 
and that was for every port of the Empire 
to be ready to defend Itself (Cheers) and 
when lie said defence he did not mean of- 
fence. Civil liberty was to be attained 
by this method nlone, while universal mil- 
itary training would do more fur tlie phis 
leal health of the people than anything 
else. What they proposed in Australia 
would not take up a. great deal of a 
man's time. They believed In the cadet 
system first, but at IS a young man should 
take to the training seriously. In his 
first year's training the young liinn would 
have -10 days' or real training .but In af- 
ter • years the training period would be 
gradually lessened. 

Captain Fletcher Vane, as a strong lib- 
eral in polities, expressed himself strong- 
ly in favor of compulsory military train- 
ing. 

Lord Roberts, in thanking Mr. Hughes 
for his address, said his only regret wan 
that. Mr. illughes' words of wisdom and 
warning hud not been listened to by 
thousand!! of his fellow-countrymen. 'Es- 
peelaly did he regret that they had not 
been heard hy all the leading members 
of the Labor parly. Mr. Hughes f.poke 
with the authority and knowledge of n 
man who had held office under a Labor 
adniinlstrallnn In one of the freest and 
most democratic, coramunltien In the world. 
He would like to think that his clear and 
unhesitating declnral Ion on tho duty of 
every man to undergo a certain amount 
of military training would have Home ef- 
fect on the Labor party In this country. 
It was to the Labor party chiefly that, 
the mmr.hem of the 'National Service 
League looked for assistance In carrying 
out the great reform for which they were 
working, and he confessed It surprised 
him how intelligent aud ueuslblu mou

Inability to Extend Stay in Canada 
Explained. . 

Ottawa, May 13. — The secretary of 
state, Hon. H. W. Scott, received a

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CROWDS OF VISITORS 
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Victoria Day Celebration Likely to 
Attract Many Strangers- 
Work on Programme 



in Vancouver and New Westminster, 
. everybody Is talking about the celebra- 
tion in Victoria, -was the remark made 
by J. C. North yesterday. Mr. North 
returned from tho Mainland on Sunday 
after spending about ten days distri- 
buting celebration literature from 
Tacoma to Vancouver, and tho report 
he brings back, is very encouraging. 
Beferrlng to tho number of visitors 
who will be present during the cele- 
bration, Mr. North gave It as his opin- 
ion that there would be more this year 
than ever before. Vancouver and New 
Westminster will send the most, but 
Seattle and the other cities on the Am- 
erican side will not bo far behind. 

From the American side there .will 
be a good crowd, the citizens of Seat- 
tle being greatly interested this year, 
very much more so than in previous 
seasons. Belllngham will also send b 
large contingent. Belli'ngham people, 
according to Mr. North, are very par- 
tial to Victoria, and take advantage of 
every opportunity passing to visit it. 
On May 34th there is every probability 
that an excursion will be run from 
Belllngham. Everett will also bo rep- 
resented, and if arrangements can be 
made an excursion will also bo run 
from that city. Tacoma Is also expect- 
ed to send her share, and altogether 
there should be a largo crowd of Am- 
ericans in Victoria to assist in the 
celebration of Empire Day. 

Another Victorian, who returned 
from Seattle on Sunday, confirms the 
report made by Mr. North, speaking 
in even stronger terms. While talking 
to a Colonist reporter yesterday he 
gave a very glowtng account of the 
number of Seattlelttrs who intended to 
visit Victoria during the celebration, 
and he expects to see both the Princess 
Victoria and whatever boat is on the 
run crowded on their trips to this city. 
Local Interest is already aroused, many 
inquiries being received from friends 
outside the city asking for particulars. 

The committee in charge of the cele- 
bration are working very energetically, 
and practically everything is in readi- 
ness for tho festivities. A meeting will 
bo held tomorrow evening in tho office 
of the secretary, when it is very prob- 
able that final arrangements will bo 
completed. The committee is very 
anxious, however,' that the merchants 
and citizens in general should decor- 
ate their buildings and residences dur- 
ing the, two days' celebration. Boing 
a national holiday, a grand display'' of 
bunting Is, in order, and the people are 
called on to assist tho committee by 
adding at least some decorations to 
' their premises. It has been pointed 
out that in the past there has always 
been comment on the lack of decora- 
tions. The committee desires that 
every business house, at least those on 
' tho principal treets, should display 
bunting. Another matter that has been 
discussed Is that of lighting the stores 
on Government, Douglas, Yates, Fort 
and other streets in the heart of tho 
city. In this it has been suggested 
that the merchants might also assist 
by lighting their windows, as on a 
Saturday evening. This is a matter 
that could be well carried out by the 
merchants. Although the cost would 
be very trifling, a good advertisement 
would be secured fur tho stores. The 
fact that no appeal for funds has been 
made to the merchants this year has 
led the committee to make this request, 
and it is hoped that it will be assisted 
by the storekeepers in this particular. 
The programme is almost complete, 
very few alterations having to be made. 
A few minor changes, however, will 
not effect the previous makeup, and 
it will in all probability be the same 
as adopted at a previous meeting. 

The children's sport3 at Oak Bay, 
.which will in reality start the celebra- 
tion, will no doubt attract a large at- 
tendance, as the majority of the citi- 
zens are in a manner interested. Since 
'this event has become an annual af- 
fair, it has gradually grown In impor- 
tance, till now it is considered one of 
i he most Interesting athletic events to 
take place in the city. The youngsters 
are keenly Interested, and it is safe to 
say that there will bo a bigger crowd 
to -see the kiddles race than there will 
be at any other event during the cele- 
bration. 

The horse and automobile parade is 
also creating interest, and it is expect- 
ed that there will be a . grand ■ turnout 
of blooded stock. Several entries are 
looked for from Vancouver, so tho 
local owners will have to look well to 
their property if they expect to win. 
Already a sufficient number have sig- 
nified their Intention of competing to 
'.'Insure success, and if everything pro- 
gresses as it has during the last few

COAL. FOR THE NORTH 

Many Thousand Tons to be Sent From 
Ladysmith 

The coal sackers at the local wharves 
are busily engaged this week piling 
up sacks of coal for the northern 
trade, and it is expected that before 
tho season is closed, In the neighbor- 
hood of 450,000 sacks will have been 
loaded upon ships here and despatch- 
ed on their long journey north, says 
the Ladysmith Leader. In all, about 
thirty thousand tons will be taken 
from here, which is an advance of 
about ten thousand tons on tho usual 
.shipments of sacked coal during the 
.summer. At present there are thirty 
Chinamen engaged in the task of 
.sacking, but we are informed by Mr. 
Evans, who Is looking alter the work 
at present, that a larger number of 
men will be employed shortly. The 
men, if they cannot be obtained here 
will be brought from Victoria. It will 
also bo necessary to obtain a number 
of longshoremen just as soon as the 
first boat arrives for a cargo, which 
Is expected to be about the 25th of 
tills month, when the S. S. Duneric is 
duo for a cargo. From that time on 
.ships are expected to call here regular- 
ly for cargoes until the whole ship- 
ment has been taken north. 

It is tho intention to lay a plat- 
form on the grounds which have been 
used by the football teams, shortly, 
after which a larger force of men will 
be employed sacking. 

Mr. Evans, asked regarding the fa- 
cilities for unloading tho coal In the 
Nome harbor, • stated that a larger 
tramway his been put in this winter, 
and the, facilities generally improved. 
It is still necesary, however, to use 
lighters for unloading the coal. The 
large ships being obliged to lay at 
least a mile and a half from the

used for mining operations in the 
north, and is bought in from ono to 
llfteen ton lots when landed there.

Case Lasted Two, Months. 

The hearing of the case, which is 
one of tho most involved ever consid- 
ered by tho court, has occupied a peri- 
od of more than two months. The 
case was a test one. Under the en- 
forcement of the Colonial Bait Act, 
last year the Americans were prohib- 
ited from engaging Newfoundlanders 
within the three mile limit unless the 
colonial fishermen held a license. To 
circumvent these regulations tne Am- 
ericans engaged colonial fishermen 
outside the threo mile limit, but after- 
wards continued them in their em- 
ployment within the limit?. The Am- 
ericans held that -they had a perfect 
right to do this under ' tho terms of 
the modus Vivendi arrangement last 
year, between the American and Brit- 
ish governments. 

In carrying out tho Bait act the co- 
lonial government last year arrested 
tvi-o Newfoundland fishermen named 
Crane and Dubois, at Bay of Islands 
on the charge of violating the law in 
putting herring aboard the Gloucester, 
Mass.,- fishing schooner Ralph L. Hall.

It will be some years 
before you need a fresh operation, 
which, by tho way, I shall not be able 
to perform." 

"Why, doctor, do you refuse to treat 
me?" 

"No, my poor child, but I shall not 
bo there to do it. I also have a can- 
cer, and it will be more rapid than 
yours." 

If the story be true— and it is 
vouched for by a closo friend — Poi- 
rier maintained before the world to 
the last a mask of cheerful insouci- 
ance.

After traveling for two days and a 
half in a canoe, and for the same 
length of time on .steamers, Mrs. 'Hy- 
land. accompanied by her two little 

ll'pa! arrived in Victoria, t'rpm Tele- 
graph Creek yesterday afternoon. The 
party with Mr. Hyland, who came out 
of the northern country some weeks 
ago, is registered at the Victoria hotel. 

The canoe was guided down the swift 
waters of the Stiklno river by sevei 
Indians, and Mrs. Hyland, her children 
and her sister were the only passen- 
gers. The trip was made without re- 
markable incident, but- several oppor- 
tunities for hunters of big game wore, 
noted by the way. Only one of these 
was taken advantage of by the. In- 
dians, one of whom bagged a moun- 
tain coat which was used for food. 
Mrs. Hyland in conversation with a re- 
porter for tho Colonist said that, goats 
and black bears were quite numerous 
alone the river,- and that- trout in the 
tributary streams were plentiful. 

The water in the Stiklne has .recent- 
ly been rising very rapidly, and last 
Wednesday it was considered high 
enough for the commencement of 
steamboat navigation. Tho first 
steamer trip up the stream will, how- 
ever, not be undertaken till May 22 
when the Mount Royal will start out 
from Wrangel. 

Mrs. Hyland brought with her twelve 
bales of fur consisting of black and 
silver fox, rod fox, cross fox, lynx, 
marten, beaver, etc., weighing in all 
about- 1200 . pounds. The consignment 
was secured from Indians . who trade 
. at Telegraph Creek, and some of whom 
had a very prosperous season. The 
furs will be marketed in Victoria 

On tho trip down the river Mrs. Hy- 
land met two parties, poling up tho 
stream. One was in charge of Mr 
Dixon, representative of Hudson's Bay 
company. The other was composed of 
three men, who were sent north by J 
"W. Hasklns to commence development 
work on a quartz mining property on 
Rosella Creek in the McDarae Creek 
country. At Wrangl there were very 
few DQODle in addition to those who 
comnose the winter population of the 
port. , 

Mrs. Hyland, and her children and 
her sister, will spend the summer in 
California. Mr. Hyland will go north 
in a few days and will be a passen- 
ger on ' this Mount Royal when it leaves 
Wrangl on its first trip of the sea-

Tho ov.'tkrce continued to show 
thai Kircheimer made a savage attack 
on Quon Chcy, and that it was no 
fjuit of his that lie did not do more 
damage to a Chinaman than disable 
his left hand. The descriptions of 
how the accused had flourished the 
cissors were calculated to prove tha 
It was Intended by him to depriv 
Quon Clioy of his head. , 

In^hls cross-examination, Mr. Mc 
Phillips endeavored to bring out that 
ills client had gone to Quon Choy's 
store on business and that he had 
reason to believe that in a transaction 
over some goods he had been dealt 
with unfairly. A quarrel resulted in 
which Kircheimer formed himself up 
against a light with more than one 
Chinaman, and in taking measures to 
protect himself against such odds, the 
wound was inflicted on tho plaintiff. 
It was also insinuated that Lim Bury, 
who was a conspicuous figure in coijrt 
was behind the prosecution and 
putting up the expenses, because Kir- 
cheimer was a competitor of his In 
the clothing business and would bo 
pleased to see the accused forced out 
of the trade for any length of time 
the court might decide, that jail was 
the place for him. Tho 'witnesses for 
the- prosecution declined to commit 
themselves to anything that would 
make the offenco of the accused ap- 
pear any less serious than It Is made 
out to be in the complaint. 

After two hours of evidence, and 
some argument oyer the propriety 
of certain questions, the hearing was 
adjourned till Wednesday morning.

Negotiations Pendingfor Improve- 
ment of Oriental and Aus- 
- tralian Services

Negotiations aro in progress for 
faster steamship service on the Pa- 
cific, both to Hong Kong and Aus- 
tralia, cutting the pre? jut \>mp cf 
communication considerably. Advices 
from Ottawa state that Sir Wilfrid 
Lauricr, now in England, has been in 
communication with Sir Richard Cart- 
wright for some time past with a 
view to the establishment of faster 
service to Australia, so that the jour- 
ney may bo accomplished in five days 
less than by way of the Suez canal. 
It is also proposed to reduce the time 
to China by two days. Tho present 
schedule provides for communication 
between London and Hong Kong in 
29 days. It is stated the officials of 
tho Canadian Pacific railway are be- 
ing included in' the consultations 
looking to the improvement of the 
Pacific services, and probably tho re- 
sults of the conference will be an- 
nounced shortly. James Mills, pres- 
ident of tho Union Steamship com- 
pany, which operates the present Can- 
adian-Australian line, is in London. It 
is also lllcely that ho is being con- 
sulted in this regard. 

The present service between London 
and Australia via Canada is a slow 
one. The Canadian-Australian steam- 
ers occupy 24 clays when on time, and 
the Miowera and. Aorangl often oc- 
cupy 25, sometimes 2G days. Tho ser- 
vice via the Suez canal occupies 32 
days, and with fast steamers on the 
run it is easy to beat this time con- 
siderably. Tho proposals now ad- 
vanced aro for a five-days service 
from Liverpool to Montreal, a service 
of three and one-half days by train to 
"Vancouver and a steamship service of 
eighteen days from British Columbia 
ports to Sydney, via New Zealand, in- 
stead of Brisbane, as at present. The 
schedule would give a 27-days mail 
service between London and Sydney, 
five days less time than is occupied 
by the mail and express sent via tho 
Suez. 

Reports have been current from 
time to time that tho C. P. R. would 
enter the Australian service by divert- 
ing the Empresses, which ,vere six- 
teen years ago sent to the British 
Columbia-Hong Kong route, to the 
Australian lino. Faster steamers 
would bo built for the Pacific route. 
Rumors have boon current at various 
times that fast liners were being 
planned, and these were promptly de- 
nied by C. P. R. officials. According 
to the reports from London, though 
the time has seemingly arrived when 
a change must be made. That faster 
steamers are necessary is a well 
known fact. Tho Empresses still hold 
the record for the fastest trip across 
the Pacific, but tho now Pacific Mail 
steamers vie closely with them for 
tho blue ribbon of the Pacific. 

Of late many projects have been 
advanced for cutting the time of com- 
munication between England and tho 
Orient. Many are not new. For 
instance, the route from St. John's, 
Newfoundland, to a port on the west 
coast of Ireland now proposed to 
shorten the Atlantic trip, v as advo- 
cated by Sir Sandford Fleming, tho 
distinguished engineer who figured so 
largsly in the surveys of the C. P. R. 
forty years ago. Had Newfoundland 
entered confederation H is believed 
by many such a concosson would 



have been established years ago. The 
plan for fast steamship service be- 
tween Halifax and Blacksod Bay over 
a route of 2,100 miles, will shorten the 
Atlantic voyage to three and one-half 
days. Tho projectors of this route 
propose steamers capable of steaming 
25 knots an hour, and electric roads 
for the land routes to termlnaL points. 
Tho connections proposed are by rail- 
road across Ireland and fast ferry to 
Holyhead. It is claimed that malls 
can be landed in Montreal from Lon- 
don and vice versa in four days and 
sixteen hours. By connection with 
tho fast C. P. ;R. express .to be run 
tri-weekly > this summer from Mon- 
treal to Vancouver In 85 hours, tho 
maild brought by this route could be 
laid down on the trans-Pacific -steam- 
er in Vancouver harbor in eight days 
and flvo hours; and in Yokohama, pro- 
viding steamers of 10 or , 20 knots av- 
erage steaming wore used, in : 17 days, 
and ,in, Hong. Kong in 22 days, which 
•Is a week less time than tho present 
schedulo calls for. 

Tho efforts to shorten tho Atlantic 
trip have been many, but little has 
been done on the Pacific. Since the 
Empress lino was established sixteen 
years ago they have newer been ex- 
celled, nor until the Pacific Mall lin- 
ers began to rival them two years 
ago, has their tlmo been contested. 
On the Atlantic many are the schemes 
that havo been launched to shorten 
tho time. In 1S9S an English rail- 
way . company identified itself with a 
project for fast steamship service be- 
tween Milford Haven in Wales and 
Paspebiac; in Gnspe bay, Quebec. The 
Intercolonial passes, near the' port and 
the promoters hoped to use that lino. 
The company purchased the German 
lined Fulda, renamed her the Gaspe- 
sla, and started a service, but she 
was caught in the ice after leaving 
Gaspe on. a return voyage,-' and after 
being held for three months, was 
released by the St. John's sealing 
steamer. Kite and towed to St. John's. 
Tho incidental cost of repairs, sal- 
vage, etc., bankrupted the promoters, 
and tho enterprise was not revived. 

In June, 1905, experiments were 
made by transferring mails from Al- 
lan liners to the government steamer 
Canada, off Sydney, and running them 
to that port, where a special train 
was waiting. In tho following year 
a project was advanced by a rival 
concern of the C. P, R. for a port on 
the Labrador coast and a line of rail- 
way across Labrador. This also "came 
to naught, and now there aro two 
rival scheme on the tapis, one of 
which proposes a line of 22 knot 
steamers to connect Green bay, New- 
foudland, with Klllary bay In Ire- 
land, tho other a line of 25 knot steam- 
ers to connect Halifax and Blacksod 
oay. , 

For tho Australian route it is no- 
torious that a bettor service on tho 
Pacific is a necessity. Tho service is 
now covered by the Miowera, Aorangi 
and Moana. During tho summer 
months one of tho largcrjiners of the 
Union Steamship company is added 
to handle extra passenger traffic. Last 
year the turbine steamer Maheno was 
sent, and this season the Manuka is 
making two voyages in tho place of 
the Moana. The schedule provides 
for a 21-day service between Sydney 
and this port, with calls, at Brisbane, 
Suva and Honolulu, and an occasional 
visit is also made to the cable sta- 
tion at Fanning Island. With an av- 
erage of 18 knots an hour, tho voy- 
age, which now occupies 21 days, 
.could easily be accomplished in 18. 
Tho present mail contract expires in 
July and with negotiations' looking to 
a faster service, it is quite probable 
that immediate steps will be made to 
Improve the system. The New Zea- 
land government offered a subsidy 
many months ago for a better service, 
but tho Canadian -Australian line was 
not fitted to meet tho requirements. 
The government of New Zealand of- 
fered the subsidy for an eighteen-day 
service to British Columbia, with 
steamers of 6,000 tons or more, fit- 
ted with cold storage, to give a tri- 
weekly service. If the present .line 
is improved to give a fast service it 
is presumed the New Zealand subsidy 
Will be taken advantage of, and in- 
stead of calling at Brisbane, as is done 
under the present arrangement, the 
steamers will proceed from Sydney to 
Auckland, and thence north, Brisbane

That . the present time 'Is opportuno 
for the betterment of the Australian 
service is obvious. The Oceanic lino, 
which operated the steamers Sierra, 
Sonoma and Ventura, recently retired 
from the field, and other than the two 
steamers of the Bucknall line, tho 
Pondo and Bucentaur, running . from 
Canada to' New Zealand, handling 
freight alone, .the Canadian-Austra- 
lian company operates tho only serv- 
ice. Andrew Weir & Co. propose to 
place a monthly lino in sorvico in Aug- 
ust, but only to compete for the 
wrelght trade. Since the retirement 
of tho Canadian-Australian llr.o are 
tho only passenger craft operating to 
tho Antipodes from any port on this 
sido of the north .Pacific, ocean. 
Strenuous efforts aro being made to 
improve the steamship service from 
Australia to London via tho Suez, 
but differences havo arisen among the 
companies interested in tho proposed 
faster line by that route, and tho 
time Is opportune Indeed for tho im- 
provement, of the service via Canada, 
which is by far tho shortest route. 

RETURNED IN DISTRESS 

Schooner Eldorado, from Everett, for 
San Podro, Back in Neah Bay 

Advices received from Neah Bay on 
Sunday night state that tho lumber- 
laden schooner Eldorado, which re- 
cently loaded at Everett for San Pe- 
dro, had returned from sea leaking 
badly. Tho details of the accident 
aro not given. . Tho Eldorado passed 
out last week and was supposed to bo 
we'll on her way to San Pedro. 



DOLPHIN'S LONG TRIP 



Puget Sound Tug Sold to S. P. Rail- 
road Will Take Extended Voyage 

Tho tug Dolphin, which has been 
sold by the Puget Sound Tugboat 
company to tho Southern Pacific rail- 
way, will today start on a remark- 
able voyage of about 2,000 miles to 
Guaym'as, Capt. McKcnzie is master 
of tho vessel. Tho trip will bo made 
for almost the entire distance, do- 
ducting the miles between Seattle and 
tho straits, in tho open sea. 

Tho Dolphin is the smallest of the 
fleet of the Puget Sound Tugboat 
company. It has been stocked with 
as largo a coal supply as tho boat can 
accommodate, sacks of fuel being 
stacked on the deck and in the stern. 
Tho Dolphin was built bv tho Morun 
Brothers In 1880. 



THE SOUND RUN 

Chippewa to Replace Indianapolis on 
Juno 1 Between Hero and Seattle 

Steamer Chippowa is to replace the 
steamer Indianapolis on tho Victoria- 
Seattle route on Juno 1, according to 
advices received yesterday from tiie 
Sound. The Chippewa, which ar- 
rived last week in Seattle, is to be 
converted into an oil burner, and 
the change will have the effect of 
giving Victoria a direct servico to Ta- 
coma, for when the Indianapolis Is 
placed on the Seattle-Tacoma run she 
will connect with the Chippewa at 
Seattle. Reports are current that tho 
Iroquois, tho other stoftmer purchased 
by tho Alaska Steamship company on 
the great lakes, which was originally 
intended for tho Victoria-Seattle run, 
will be placed pi\ the Seattle-Belling- 
ham-Vancouver route. 



THE WRECKED SESOSTRIS 

Small Hope that Kosmos Liner Will 
Be Floated from Sand 

Advices received here from Ocos, 
Guatamala, state that only the small- 
est chance exists for the salvage of 
tho Kosmos liner Sesostris, ashore at 
tho Guatamala port. 

Calling at various ports along the 
west coast, tho Sesostris was anch- 
ored at Ocos March 3. There is no 
protected harbor at this port of call 
and early in the morning a strong 
gale sprang up during which tho Se- 
sostris lost her anchor and was driv- 
en into the shore. Tho accident is 
thought to have resulted from a brok- 
chain shackle bolt. Captain Groat 
was called on deck and lie immediate- 
ly ordered the other anchor dropped, 
but tho steamer was driving toward 
tho beach and all effort to hold her 
proved useless. 

Capt. Kraeft, of the steamer Abes- 
slnia, states that when ■ his steam- 
er left Ocos the Sesostris was on the 
beach In about 15 feet of sand and at 
low tide was high and dry. The 
Abeysslnia brought a chain from 
Champerica and attempts wore made 
to float the Sesostris, but the cables 
and chains parted and the stranded 
freighter could not be moved. The 
superintendent of the insurance com- 
pany of Hamburg, in which tho Se- 
sostris was insured, was at tho scene 
of the wreck when the Ahessinia was 
at Ocos, but there was small hope of 
floating tho vessel. 

The Sesostris was built in 189.7 for 
the Kosmos line. Site is a vessel of 
3.026 tons, is 37S feet in length, 48 feet 
beam and 2G feet depth of hold. 



A CLEVER RUSE 

Longshoreman Assumed Role of Con- 
sul and Incited Strikebreakers 

A Seal tie dispatch says: By a 
clever ruse the longshoremen on Sun- 
day afternoon outwitted the Ship 
Owners' association and induced 31 
Russian strike-breakers, housed on the 
steamer Eldalgo, to throw up their 
jobs and comrt ashore. It was done 
by a longshoreman whoso education 
and accomplishments enabled him to 
speak several languages, among them 
Russian) fluently. 

Garbed In a frock coat, 'silk hat and 
other habiliments denoting distinction, 
he represented himself to be the Itus- 
Inn consul and politely requested tho 
privilege of discussing religious topics 
with his countrymen aboard the Fidal- 
go. Ho was given the opportunity, 
and after haranguing tho men half an 
hour, thirty-one, by means of a rope 
ladder, climbed from tho Fldalgo up 
tho sides of tho steamship Edith, from 
which they promptly camo nshoro. 

Tho ship owners were greatly cha- 
grined on learning of tho fact, but It 
was too lute, for the bogus Russian 
consul had poured poison enough into 
his countrymen's ears to make them 
leavo their own firesides. 

FROM THE ORIENT 

Riojun Maru, of Nippon Yuson Kaisha, 
in Port From Far East 

Steamer Riojun Maru, Capt. G. S, 
Ijapralk, readied the outer dock on 
Sunday from Hong Kong, via Shang- 
hai, Kibe, and Yokohama, bringing 12 
saloon, 10 Intermediate and 72 steer- 
ago passengers and 2,2r>l tons (meas- 
urement^ of general cargo, of which 
157 tons' of soy, mlsu, sakl and gen- 
eral Japanese merchandise, mostly 
provisions, . was landed at this port. 
Tho salo'on passengers included W. J. 
Love, a mining man from New Zea- 
land, Miss Anna Hi Rodgers, a mis- 



sionary, Mrs. . F. A. Sarson and chll 
dren, Miss A. D. H. Kelsey, a mis 
slonary, Mr. and Mrs. H. Lovlno, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Barrow. Thero wero 
also two Japaneso merchants, ono 
bound to San Francisco, the other to 
Now York. Tho steerage passengers 
Included 10 Japaneso for Victoria, 18 
for Vancouver, 21 Japaneso and 2 In- 
dians for Seattle, 1 Indian for Chicago 
and 20 Japanese for other points. 

The Riojun Maru was formorly ono 
of tho Port lino of steamers before she 
was sold to tho Japaneso for use as 
a transport shortly pror to the 
China-Japanese war. She was known 
as the Port Hunter when launched by 
Hawthorn, Leslie and Co., in 1892. Tho 
Riojun was ono of tho steamers with 
which tho Japanese lino began the, 
fortnightly schedulo to Victoria and 
Seattle, but was transferred to the 
Yokohama-Bombay line. It had bee 
intended to place ""the steamer Hitachi 
Maru, built to replace the vessel of 
tho samo name which was sunk by tho 
Russian cruslors Gromoboi, Rurik and 
Rossia dui'ing the recent war, on tho 
run to Victoria and Seattle, but tho 
directors diverted her to the European 
run to fill tho placo of the Awa Maru, 
which -was wrecked on tho English 
coast. Tho Iyo Maru will bo^ again 
placed on this route In July and tho 
Riojun Maru on return to the Orient 
will bo sent back to the Yokohama- 
Bombay service. 

The Knga Maru, which is the next 
of the N. Y. K. liners scheduled to 
conic to Victoria, left Shlmlzu yester- 
day for this port via Tokoharnn, which 
port she leaves tomorrow, being due 
hero on May 29th. The Kaga Maru is 
the first of tho fleet to make the call 
at the port opened a year ago as a 
tea shipping port for the Shidzuoka 
tea growers, and will bo the first vessel 
to bring a shipment of new tea. Tho 
Shinano Maru will bo the first vessel 
to bring Formosan tea, she being 
scheduled to make tho Initial call at 
Keolung on May 29th on her way here. 
Regular calls will bo mado by the 
Japanese steamers at both Keelung 
and Shlmlzu In addition to other ports 
of call until September. 



HER LAST CALL 

Steamer Titania Leaving Coal Trade 
After Long Service on Coast 
Route 

Steamer Titania, a Norwegian turret 
steamer, which has been long engaged 
In the coal carrying trade between 
Nanaimo and San Francisco, passed 
up on Sunday to load bunker coal 
only Instead of lu>r usual complement 
of over 5,000 tons. Tho Titania has 
boon chartered to carry grain from 
Portland for North China for which 
$4.50 per ton is being paid. This freight 
will pay tho Norwegian vessel about 
$25,000 for tho voyage to North China. 



WILLIAM JOLLIFFE HERE 

Tho steam tug William Jolliffe, 
brought from Liverpool by tho B. C 
Salvage company, reached Esquimau 
at noon yesterday from the Mersey 
after an uneventful voyage of 96 days. 
A week ago Capt. John D. Mucpher- 
son, who was charged with tho delivery 
of the tug telegraphed to Messrs. Bul- 
Ien from San Diego, , the last port of 
call, stating that he would arrive at 
noon, Monday. At 11a. m. yesterday 
the tug was at William Head, and at 
noon she reached Esquimau. The cap- 
tain voyaged between port and port 
with the same regularity, 
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each of these ports for coal. The Wil- 
liam Jolliffe is one of the most power- 
ful tugs on the Pacific Coast and will 
bo a valuable, acquisition to the fleet 
of tho salvage company. Tho big tug 
which has two funnels and two pole 
masts, is 1-19 feet long, 26.2 foot beam 
and 14 feet deep. She can averago 
15 knots and has fuel space for 35 
clays' steaming.

The steamer was to have 
left about t,wo weeks ago for Victoria, 
but according .to .telegraphic advices 
received yesterday by the local co 
pany sho is still . undischarged at ln- 
uique. The steamer was first delayed 
for twenty days at Coronel, having to 
wait her turn with a fleet of over a 
score of steamers wanting bunker coal 
at tho Chilian port, and on arrival at 
Iqulquo with coal and general freight 
from Cardiff she was still further de- 
layed. 

Steamer Georgia, which left hero on 
May 2nd., was reported on Sunday 
from Manzanilli, her second port of 
call, and is expected at Acaptilco to- 
morrow, on her way to Salina Cruz. 

JAPANESE RELEASED 

Str. R. P. Rithet Yesterday Brought 
Oanfa Passengers from William Head 

Tho Japaneso passengers of the 
steamer Oanfa who were detained at 
William Head since the arrival of the 
Blue Funnel liner on April ISth, owing 
to throe of the Chinese crew having 
smallpox in a mild form wero released 
from quarantine yesterday, and were 
brought to Victoria by the Steamer 
R. P. Rithet. Thero was a large con- 
tingent of them, 112 In all, Including 
seven stowaways, who wero found on 
board when the quarantine officials 
began to fumigate tho liner. The 
Oanfa is scheduled to sail on her home 
ward voyage to Liverpool to- 
morrow, and she will call at William 
Head for the balance of her crew still 
remaining In dotentlon there. 



NEGOTIATING FOR I VY 

Deal Now on for Purchase of American 
Ship Lying at Esquimalt Harbor 

Negotiations aro pending for the 
purchase of the American nhlp Ivy, 
which arrived hero from Shanghai via 
Hong Kong about five weeks ago and 
has since been lying in Esquimalt har- 
bor, he Ivy was caught in a typhoon 
soon after leaving tho China coast 
and after a severo buffettlng was ob- 
liged to put into Hong Kong for re- 
pairs. On arrival hero the vessel was 
offerod for sale on behalf of her own- 
er, J. Dunbar, a resident of Hong 
Kong. It Is probable that if the pro- 
sent deal for tho purchase of the vessel 
is concluded she will be dismantled 
and converted into a barge for use in 
carrying' ore from Alaska. 



QUADRA RETURNS 

After Extended Cruise to Establish 
Range Lights at Prince Rupert 

After nine weeks' absence from port, 
tho C. G. S. Quarda returned to port 
on Sunday morning. The steamer left 
here early In March with range lights 
for PrlnceRupert harbor, a bell buoy 
for Comox bar, and a beacon for Green 
Top Island, In Chatam Sound. Pro' 
ceeding to Comox bar, tho bell buoy 
surmounted by an acetylene gas bea- 
con, was placed in position, and then 
the steamer proceeded to Prince Ru 
pert, where the bulk of the time was 
spent. Two beacons were sot up, one 
on Coast islands, tho other on Ridley 
island, to net as range lights to guide 
navigators into Prince Rupert harbor. 
The beacons, wrlch wero ' set up on 
knolls, consisted of a largo tank for 
generating gas surmounted by a tower 
of bracketed steelwork with lantern 
stop. It was necessary to take one of 
the beacons a distance of 400 yards, 
and to cut a trail part of the way. As 
the beacon weighs seven tons, the 
work was not without difllculty. By 
the aid of a donkey engine on a scow 
and runways laid ashore, it was work- 
ed along the path cut for It and even- 
tually set up at the appointed place. 
Returning a beacon was placed on 
Green Top island. 

The Quadra is now loading more 
buoys for the north, mostly for Prince 
Rupert. A bell buoy with gas beacon 
a top will also be placed on Lodge 
Rock, in Chatam Sound. On her re- 
turn from the north the Quadra will 
placo a largo whistling buoy and bea- 
con on Swlftsure bank, off thch en- 
trance to the Straits of Juan de 
Fuca. 

Steamer Cascade also returned on 
Sunday from the north and is loading 
aids for navigation. Sho will leave 
shortly for Baynes Sound to restore 
missing lads. ' • 

"MARINE NOTES 

Russian steamer Selongc, which 
loaded grain at Portland for China Is 
duo today to load bunker coal at Co- 
mox. 

Steamer Empress of China Is sched- 
uled to sail today for the Orient with 
a cargo of 1,800 tons, of which 1,000 
consists of flour from ' Canada for 
China and Japan. 

Arrangements have been made for 
a largo excursion party to journey to 
tho Orient by tho steamer Montcagle, 
leaving Juno 20. The excursion, which 
is being organized by W. W. King, 
formerly general passenger agent of 
tho Grent Northern 'Steamship com- 
pany, was primarily organized for 
school teachers. The party will leavo 
by the Montcagle and return by tho R. 
M. S. Empress of India, due Aug. 20. 

Tho Chinese jung whang Ho, 
brought from China to San Francisco 
as a curio and recently sold to Port- 
land people, was towed to Astoria on 
Sunday. Tho junk was lost from her 
tug off the Columbian rivor. It . is 
Intended to use the vessel for exhibi- 
tion purposes at Portland.- 

Steamer Victoria, of the North- 
western Steamship company, formerly 
ono of tho . Northern Pacific . liners 
named after this port, when the line 
was established, arrived at Esqui- 
malt yesterday morning and entered 
the dry dock for general overhauling. 

Steamer President, which arrived at 
San Francisco a few days ago from 
Philadelphia, loaves the Golden Gato 
today with a cargo and passengers for 
Seattle. It Is not known whether 
the steamer will call here. Tho steam- 
er City of Pueblo.- left on Sunday on 
tho regular schedule.

At a meeting of the B. C. Association 
held in, Vancouver on Saturday even- 
ing a deliberate attempt was made by 
the Mainland delegates to wrest the 
championship from tho North Ward 
juniors of tills city, after they had suc- 
cessfully won both games in which 
they toolc part. The attempt on tho 
part of the Mainlanders was only 
frustrated by tlie Island members 
agreeing to have one of tho games re- 
played. Tho question arose over a 
protest submitted by tlie Vancouver 
juniors claiming that the Victoria boys 
had played players who were not re- 
gistered. Before taking part in tho 
series for the championship of British 
Columbia the Victoria boys had won 
the junior championship of the Island 
by default, and therefore, were not 
required to register their players. But 
the Mainlanders, taking advantage of 
.the fact that the president of the asso- 
ciation is a member of the Mainland 
association, pressed the charge, know- 
ing full well that the vote would re- 
sult in a tie, and that tlie president 
would be called on to give his casting 
vote. They first desired that the cham- 
pionship should be given to the Van- 
couver juxiiors, but this tho Islanders 
absolutely refused, pointing out that 
there was nothing in tlie constitution 
which gave authority for such action, 
and it was openly stated that if that 
course was persisted in tlie Island dele- 
gates would leave the meeting. This 
apparently had some effect, and the 
Mainlanders switched. The Islanders 
then moved that the game be replayed 
In Nanalmo, a neutral ground, but to 
this the Vancouver delegates would not 
agree, and an amendment was intro- 
duced to the effect that it should bo 
played in Vancouver. The result was, 
as expected, a tie, and the . president 
voted in favor of tho amendment, so 
the rightful holders of the. cup will' 
have to journey to the Mainland to 
again demonstrate their superiority 
over the Vancouver players. Tills 
action cm the part of the Mainland 
members does not tend to further the 
intorosts of true sport, and exhibitions 
of this kind will in a large measure 
serve to widen the chasm between the 
sporting clubs o'n the Island and 
Mainland. Tho Victoria players have 
taken the decision with tho utmost in- 
difference, but they have already de- 
cided to make the trip, and It will be 
surprising if tho score does not read 
about twenty to nil in favor of Vic- 
teria.

Labor Prom Now Zealand, 

Sir: — I was somewhat Interested on 
reading your comments in Sunday's 
Colonist re inducing white labour from 
Australia and New Zealand, and es- 
pecially those who come to our port 
ostensibly looking for enployinont. As 
one who has lived in New Zealand for 
a considerable number of years, might 1 
be allowed to express my views on the 
subject? 

First, 1 fear yon have nothing to of- 
fer in the way of unskilled labour, and 
I know that that Is what we want more 
than anything else here. 

In New Zealand the minimum wage 
for a laborer Is two dollars or eight 
shillings per diem, but the real average 
is from $2.50 to $.".00 and eight hours 
per day. Other kinds of unskilled 
labour, such as mechanics' labourers, 
builders' labourers, etc., get as high as 
Sll.50 and even more in some places. 
Now tho cost of living there Is at least 
26 per cent, cheaper than In B.C. 

Hero In Victoria we have Large con- 
cerns. Inccd not mention their names, 
who pay $1.10, $l.fiT, and $1 .SO per diem 
for 10 hours, or. Is it hours? And, as I 
have already Stated, the cost of liv'ug 
Is at least. 25 per cent, higher. 

Now, Mr. Editor, Is it not simply a 
waste of time and energy to attempt to 
get labour from this quarter with the 
adverse conditions existing on our own 
side? Take farm hands as another in- 
stance. The:- are far better paid in New 
Zealand and work shorter hours, be- 
ginning work at 7::!0 a.m. Dairy liands 
excepted. Tho same rule applies to all 
branches of skilled labour. 

My own personal experience of men 
who come temporarily more to see the 
world, etc., and Inside a year or IS 
months you find them back home again 
wiser and more contented men. 

I have no desire to Introduce poli- 
tics Into this letter, but l think tho 
only solution you will ever have to ob- 
tain the best results is for the Pro- 
vincial Government to acquire good 
land near our cities to create a special 
department of immigration to give tlie 
land to settlers from the old country, 
I mean the. British IslesTou easy terms 
of payment with small Interest. By 
these means, settlers and their families 
will be Induced to e<->ine here and the 
labour problem will soon adjust it- 
self. We are not getting that kind of 
settlers here. We never did have thorn, 
and until you get this sturdy brand 
who are willing to do tlielr own work, 
assisted by tlielr sons and daughters, 
you cannot expect good results.

The committee of management of 
tho Agricultural association, which 
will hold an exhibition at the fair 
grounds during the last week in Sep- 
tember, Is making preparations for 
the fair, and it Is expected that it will 
be tho most successful ever held In 
Victoria; Although nothing much is 
being said, the committee is working 
stejidily, and when tho final arrange- 
ments are announced It will be seen 
thut they will compare favorable with 
any show held in Canada, Several 
important changes have been made in 
connection with the fair which are 
expected to add much to its popu- 
larity. 

The most important concession that 
has been obtained is one from the C. 
P. It. company, which after many 
years' effort, has at last consented to 
givo a very low fare from all points 
east as far as Calgary. In past years 
this has been asked for but never re- 
ceived, and visitors from up-country 
points were called upon to pay about 
twice as much to visit Victoria as it 
cost to visit New Westminster. This 
year it will be different, and tickets 
from Calgary and all points west will 
be sold for single fare. Tlie exact 
dato on which the tickets may be ob- 
tained has not been decided, but It Is 
very likely that the sale will com- 
mence on Sept. 20 and will remain in 
force until Oct. 11. Tills will bo a 
boon not only to the fair, but to Vic- 
toria in general, as many northwest- 
erns will take advantage of the cheap 
rates to make a visit to tlie const. The 
single fare rates will also Insure a 
good crowd from nil points touched 
by the C. P. R. Rates on exhibits 
aro included in tho reduction. The 
freight rate reduction will be a de- 
cided advantage to up-country exhib- 
itors. 

The fact that several owners of 
thoroughbred stock in western On- 
tario have decided to riend exhibits 
will also be welcome news to the 
competitors in British Columbia and 
is pleasing information to the com- 
mittee. 

The prize committee has completed 
its labors, and the prize list is now 
in tho hands of the printers. In com- 
parison with last year a decided 
change has been made. An increase 
in prizes amounting to nearly $5,000 
litis been made. This has been found 
necessary in order to compete against 
New Westminster. In the past it has 
been the' custom for many exhibitors 
to remain away owing to tlie small 
prizes. This lias now been remedied, 
and in future three prizes will be 
given instead of two in the maporlty 
of the stock classes. 

The arrangements that have been 
made by the committee should Insure 
an increased number of fine stock ex- 
hibits, and as this forms one of the 
snosf Important divisions of the fair 
it will prove of greater interest to 
visitors. The complete list of at- 
tractions for the different days lias 
not be'dn decided, but a meeting of the 
sports committee will bo held with- 
in the next few days to decide on a 
programme. It has already been de- 
cided, however. Lo cut out tlie broncho 
busting for this year. A feature for 
this year, however, will very prob- 
ably be a drill given by a squad of 
Northwest Mounted Police. This 
will be a distinctive new feature for 
all coast people and should attract 
a large crowd. 

Horse racing will also form- a part 
of tho programme, and it is more 
than likely that three days' racing 
will be decided on. Attractions for 
tho evening and the remaining after- 
noons will also be made, and on tho 
whole it is likely that the show this 
year will be better provided with at- 
tractions than any ever given in this 
cty. A meeting of the committee 
was held yesterday afternoon, when it 
was decided to start work on the fence 
surrounding the race track, and this 
will bo pushed through to an early 
completion. Iiverytjilng points to a 
successful show and the committee will 
spare no efforts to make it the most 
attractive exhibition ever held in 
Victoria.

Mainland City Is Making Strong 
Bid for Smelting 
Works 



♦ »i» ♦ ♦ » 



As Indicative that Vancouver hopes 
to get ahead of Victoria in arranging 
for the erection 'of a big smelting 
plant to treat the raw iron ores of 
Vancouver Island, tile World in Its 
Issue of Saturday has the ■ following: 

An electric furnace lor the reduc- 
tion of iron ores Is about to be estab- 
lished on Burrard inlet. 

An immense floating dock is about 
to be established on Burrard Inlet. 

Thus other industries, far-reaching 
In their effects, will be added to the 
rapidly growing list which is bringing 
Vancouver to the premier position on 
the North Pacific coast. 

If has been known for some time 
that such a step was under contempla- 
tion; and those who were interested 
In the enterprise spent some time at 
Ottawa last month in connection with 
the matter. The government, always 
willing to do all it can to help Cana- 
dian Industries'; look the necessary 
steps to provide the required bonuses. 
Mr, M Mcpherson's Statement 

R. G. Macpherson, M. P.", when ask- 
ed regarding this portion of the pro- 
ceedings, pointed out that as a re- 
sult of Lhe Investigations made by Dr. 
Haanel; and the announcement that 
there were at least two companies 
prepared to take up the matter, the 
government extended the principle of 
Iron bounties to iron and steel smelt- 
ed by electricity from Canadian ore, 
and that it Is expected that this will 
lead to a revolution In the iron indus- 
try In Canada. The resolution pro- 
vides for a sliding scale of bounties 
during the years 1000. 1010, 1011 and 
19ia, ivhlch is an extension of two 
years over the bounties for ordinary 
smelling. The rates to bo paid are the 
same under the two processes. 
Terms of Resolution 

The portion of the resolution refer- 
ring to this matter reads as follows: 

In order to arrange for the encour- 
agement of the smelting of Canadian 
iron ore by electricity It. Is expedient 
to provide that the governor-ln-eoun- 
ell may authorize the payment out of 
the consolidated revenue fund of the 
following bounties on pig Iron nncl 
steel ingots manufactured In Canada, 
for consumption therein, when such 
plglron and steel is the product of 



Canadian iron ores smelted In Can- 
ada by electricity, viz: 

(f) On piglroa manufactured from 
Canadian ore by the process ot elec- 
trical smelting during the process of 
years— 

1000 $2.10 per ton 

1010 2.10 per ton

(g) On steel Ingots manufactured 
by electric process direct from Cana- 
dian pre, and on steel ingeas manu-

As already noted, there will be two 
establishments for the reduction of 
iron ore under this process. One will 
bo located at the town of Thorold, on 
the Welland canal, and the other in 
or near the city of Vancouver. There 
is no connection between the two 
companies so far as the organizers 
and Investors are concerned, The one 
in Vancouver will be floated by a. 
combination of local and Old foundry 
capitalists. X. Thompson, of Vancou- 
ver, who lias had the matter in hand 
for somo time, and who Is now In the 
Old Country attending to the details 
of the business, is expected back 
hem about July 1. It is understood 
that arrangements have been made 
of such a nature that the work will 
proceed at once after his arrival. 
Prepare to Proceed 

AVhat is practically the same com- 
bination of capital will also proceed 
in the matter of a dry dock on the in- 
let. A new contract was entered into 
early In April between the govern- 
ment and the- B. C, Dry Dock it Ship- 
building company, and that Institution 
is now prepared to go ahead with the 
construction of the docks. Arrange- 
ments are being made to take over 
the' business of the Bullcn plant both 
In Victoria and Vancouver. A floating 
dock will be built with a capacity of 
11,000 tons. As far as possible all the 
work of this building will be done In 
Vancouver. That portion of the work 
that is beyond the ability of local 
firms to handle will be placed In the 
hands of Messrs. Swan, Hunter & 
Wlngham, of Nowoastle-on-Tyno, who 
have built nearly all the large floating 
docks in the world. 

The establishment, of local car shops 
will bo the next natural move In con- 
nection with the production of pig- 
Iron on the coast. The principle ob- 
stacle to the manufacture of ears here 
hitherto has been the difficulty of se- 
curing the necessary Iron at such a 
price as to render the shops able to 
compete with those of the Mast. The 
cheap Iron which will result from the 
new electric furnaces will remove this 
difficulty, and with the other excellent 



materials at hand there can be no 
doubt of the ultimate .success of a 
move to establish shops in Vancouver. 
Greatly Impressed 

N. Thompson, of Vancouver, being 
greatly impressed with the process, 
went to England a year ago and suc- 
ceeded in interesting English capital 
tro establish an experimental electric 
plant at Bow, near London. The suc- 
cesses at La Praz and Sault Ste. 
Mario have been repeated at Bow, and 
now a company has been organized to 
treat the waste ores of copper and tin 
from the mines of Cornwall by this 
process, which will yield a most profit- 
able return, Mr. Thompson was anx- 
ious to establish an electric smelting 
plant in British Columbia, while R. 
Turnbull, a Scottish engineer, who 
came out with Dr. Herault to conduct 
the experiments at the "Soo" eighteen 
months ago, and who has an extensive 
experience In connection with smelt- 
ing, was prepared to erect a plant at 
"Welland, Out., If the government will 
grant a special bounty covering a 
term of years. 

Immense Deposits 

There are immense deposits of iron 
ores all along Hie coasts, both of the 
mainland of British Columbia, and 
Vancouver Island, from which could 
bo mined "sulliclont ore to supply for 
unlimited years to come not only one, 
but many plants such as that contem- 
plated. These ores are for the most 
part magnetites, and by the older pro- 
cesses of reduction have required the 
admixture of certain proportions of 
hematite or sesqul-oride, or the hy- 
drous variety known as limonlte. So 
far as the hematite is concerned the 
local supply is small, and it is only 
recently that the discovery of bog iron 
on Vancouver Island has put In sight 
tile possibility of the necessary supply 
of this class of ore to mix with the 
magnetite to produce the best results 
with the old methods. It has been 
this lack that has kept back the de- 
velopment of the iron industry in the 
past. Under the new methods, how- 
ever, the ordinary magnetic ores can 
bo treated direct, and the quality of 
pigiron produced that will rival the 
very best Swedish pig. 

Good Process 
. In connection with the electrical 
smelting of Canadian iron ore it will 
be remembered that several years ago 
Dr. Haanel, superintendent of mines, 
was sent to Europe to investigate the 
matter and report on the different 
•methods employed on the Continent 
for the manufacture of high grade 
steel by the electric-thermic process, 
and at the same time to ascertain to 
what extent the various Canadian iron 
ores could be smelted in the electric 
furnace. During tills trip the commis- 
sioners spent some time in Sweden 
and France, where electric smelting 
plants are in successful operation. 

It was at La Praz, France, that an 
opportunity was ■ given them to see 
the process as employed by Dr. He- 
rault, who demonstrated to their com- 
plete satisfaction that high grade steel 
could be made by the electric process 
at a very low figure of cost. Not only 
were different magnetic ores treated 
and smelted .with the greatest case, 
hut from ores containing as high as 
two per cent sulphur, pigiron of the 
very highest grade, equalling the best 
Swedish pig, was produced. Those 
ores are at present valueless owing 
to their titanium contents, but. the 
electric furnace has practically solved 
the problem and in the near future 
Canada will see valueless ores trans- 
formed into high grade pigiron and 
steel. 

A couple of years ago the Domin- 
ion parliament voted an appropria- 
tion iof -$15,000 to be used for the pur- 
pose of building nn electric furnace, 
.and ascertaining whether such ores as 
magnetic and ores containing, high 
sulphur could be successfully treated 
in the electric furnace. These experi- 
ments were conducted at Sault Ste. 
Marie and simply confirmed the re- 
port of the Haanel commission to 
Europe.

THE CAR SHORTAGE 

C. P. R. Official Declares That Crucial 
Stage in Situation is Passed 

The crucial singe 'of the car short- 
ago from which Industries on the coast 
have been suffering for sumo inontlu 
has now been passed, according to Mr. 
II. W, Greer, general freight agent 
the C. P. R. It W!ts stated by Mr. 
Qreer that the railway now has a 
large number of cars routed to the 
coast, and many ttro arriving every 
day, so that from now on tho lumber- 
mills will be able t'o ship quantities 
of the stoclis which they accumulated 
during the past winter. 

As fust as these cars arrive, declared 
Mr. Greor, they are turned over to the 
mills as soon us available. The C.P.R. 
is bringing In from the east, empties 
as well as loaded cars In a genuine 
effort to help the lumber mills out of 
the predicament into which they were 
forced by the unparalleled conditions 
which best the railway company last 
winter. 

iM ill operators declare that hail nut. 
ears been forthcoming practically all 
the large mills would have been forc- 
ed to shut down. The lumber cut could 
not be Shipped, as cars could not be 
obtained, anil the consequence was 
that hundreds of thousands' of feet 
were piled up In millyards. Mills which 
under normal conditions receive from 
three to sis cars per day were glad 
to pick up two or three cars a weelt. 
The storing of lumber In yards could 
not go on for ever, however, and 
It not that cars are now coming In 
more plentifully, a number of mills 
would have already been closed down.

An advance In flour prices of '20 cents 
n barrel was made by a number of mills 
at outside points this week nnd the larger 
concerns decided on a similar move this 
morning, so that a general advance of 20 
cents Is announced, suys the Winnipeg 
J^ree Press of Wednesday last. 

The Lake of the Woods iMillp.? com- 
pany today closed a contract for 10,000 
■hugs of flour to be shipped to Ilon.g Kong. 
This Is the most southerly point in tho 
Orient from which orders have been re- 
ceived by western Canadian mills, last 
winter's enquiries being from Shanghai 
and Japanese ports. 

An Interesting situation lias arisen at 
the Lake of the W'onda In connection 
with tile location of the proposed 8,000 
barrel mill of the Washburn-Crosby com- 
pany, of Minneapolis. The last Issue of 
the Kecwatln Eutorprlsei takes the follow- 
ing view of the situation. 'For some con- 
siderable time there have efforts made la 
a private way by a small number of in- 
terested individuals to ascertain If it. -was 
pcHslblo to induce the Washburn-Crosby 
Milling company to locate thob» propnseil 
•S.upo barrel flour mill at Kouora. The 
publication In the Enterprise two weeks 
ago of such a possibility was a little 
ahead of their calculation's and gave the 
citizens of Kenora generally to understand 
that they might secure a second huge 
Hour mill, and warned the people of Kee- 
watln that there was a (longer of the pro- 
posed milt, .being built, elsewhere. It now 
now transpires that the town of Kenora 
has made a proposition to the Washburn- 
Crosby Co. which they are now consider- 
ing. Hacked up by the business men the 
Kenora town council have offered" them 
a free site of ten acres along the main 
line of the C.l'.U. just east of the new 
round-house site, exemption from taxation 
and electric power at cost. 'This offer 
presents a new aspect of the situation 
and Kcewntlu is not In a position to dup- 
licate the offer. The prospect Is not 
hopeless, however. If the Washburn 
Crosby Co. have still the option of pur- 
chase on the old saw mill site, and It has 
not passed to other hands an reported, If 
the price h; not too high the ad vantages of 
having their own power directly under 
their own mill nre so groat that tney inny 
more than counterbalance the offer made 
by Kenora. The ultimate result will lie 
watched with much Interest, and anxiety. 

.Taffra'y & (,'assels, the Toronto brokers, 
think Hour mill stocks should be more ac- 
tive in our markets, and say: "Flour 
milling, therefore, seenn; to oiTor excellent 
opportunity for profitable business, and 
the records of the largest companies con- 
firm this. As In nil businesses, realization 
of profits depends on management. An 
examination of the statements of Ulc 
O.glhle and the Lake of the Woods Mill- 
ing companies shows most profitable op- 
eration In the past, and few doubt the 
possibility of extensive ' growth o'f this In- 
dustry with Increasing production of 
wheat In the Northwest." 

Port Arthur — The first ahlpinent of 
flour to go cast was despatched rnun ihe 
Canadian 'Northern docks. Consignment 
consisting nl KM tons wu* sent, cast by 
the Western -Canada Flour Mills company 
of *t. nonirace. It was shipped to .Mon- 
treal via the Northern Navigation com- 
pany. 

The steamer Ames, of the Canadian 
Lake and Ocean line, left Fort Willlnin 
loaded with Manitoba wheat, for the Og- 
Ihle Flour Mills Co.. Ltd.. Montreal, go- 
lug through without transshipment. Tills 
Is the first through vessel to load from the 
head of the lakes this season going through 
to Montreal without breaking bulk. The 
wheal will he unloaded at the Ogllvle 
Flour Mills' "Royal Mill" on Mill street. 

I.ethbrldge — The permit: -was Issued 
Thursday for the 'Ellison flour mill and el- 
evator, of which the foundations are be- 
ing laid on the site near the present el- 
evator. The cost of the structure Is esti- 
mated In the permit to be $45,000. 

Fort William— Work on the two now 
elevators which are now going up. the 
Ogllvle and Consolidated. Is progressing at 
a rapid rate and It would now seem to 
be a good facet o see which one was eoni- 
pleted first. The Consolidated, when com- 
pleted, will certainly be a Hue structure 
and will be one of the sliow places or the 
harbor. The tile seems to hare a much 
more pleasing appearance than the steel 
and the general architecture of the halld- 
ii\g Is very good. The Ogllvle, although 
It Is now looming up high lu tlie sky. 
presents a very dilapidated appearance, 
The old steel from the wrecked building 
Is being used and as the Iilg tanks now 
stand they do not ,pro5cnt a very hand- 
some appearance, but. a coat of paint will 
remedy all thin and when the elevator 
Is completed the combined Ogllvle plant 
at this place will bo a striking tribute to 
Fort William's commercial community. 

Both elevators will be completed this 
full in time to handle the season's crop 
and the elevator capacity of the city will 
be Increased thereby elose on two million 
bushels. 

Victoria. It. C— Work has boon com- 
menced by the Mount iRoval Milling & 
Manufacturing company putting the rice 
mills In shape for operation. John Me- 
LorlC, who has been for many yean-; with 
the Mount Iioyal company In their works 
at Montreal, and who will be In charge of 
the local mill, expects to have the - plant 
running by June. 

At present only a few men are nl work 
removing tho old flooring and machinery. 
As soon as this has been completed the 
work of Iltthvr up the mill again will be 
commenced, the Intention being to put 
In a complete new plant, the machinery 
for which is now on the vonil from the 
east. Nothing will be done for the pres- 
ent In regard to starling the flour mill, 
but In Mr. McLorlo's opinion, the mach- 
inery Is in gooil shape and Is practically 
ready for commencing work nt any lime. 

According to the company's present plans 
the plnnt will bo operated by electricity, 
a lnr,?0 dynamo for the purpose being 
now on the way from the east. The old 
steam plant. Is In good condition, but un- 
less It can h shown Unit It Is cheaper 
than electrical power It will not: ho util- 
ized, 

The product of (lie local hill! will be 
disposed or in the prairie provinces; while 
the Montreal plant's production will be 
for eastern consumption,

SPIRIT OF THE NATION 

Speech by Mr. Haldane at Dinner of 
Institute of Mechanical Engineers 

London Times; The annual dinner 
ot the Institute of Mechanical En- 
gineers took place at the Hotel Cecil. 
The president, Mr. T. H. Riches, 
presided, and amongst those present 
were: Mr. Haldane, Sir A.B.W. Ken- 
nedy, Sir William H. M. Christie, Sir 
John Durston, Sir Horace Tozer, tho 
Hon. Clifford Slfton, Mr. J.A.K. Aspln- 
all, Dr. R. T. Glazcbroolr, Sir William 
Arbucklc, Mr. M. Deacon, Mr. C. 
Hawksley, Professor John Perry, Prot'- 
W. Cawthorns Umvin, the Hon. C. H. 
Rason, and Mr. Matthew Cope. Tho 
toast, "Our National Defenders," .was 
given by Mr. Asplnall, who coupled 
with it the names of Sir John Durs- 
ton and the Secretary of State for 
War. 

Mr. Haldane said lie sometimes en- 
vied his colleagues of the navy. Their 
organization was simpler than that of 
the army, and had the advantage of 
being founded on a long line of con- 
tinuous tradition. Ho was, however, 
Inspired with the hope that some day 
the army might become what the navy 
had been for so long — not the sport 
and plaything of party controversy. 
Conferences of tho Premiers of tho 
self-governing colonies were some- 
times fruitful, and it wtis their hope 
that this week they had made an ad- 
vance in thinking imperially. One 
morning this week in the room at the 
Colonial Olllce they came to a sudden 
and happy conclusion that a scheme 
of organization was possible whereby 
the forces of the Empire could be 
welded into one, with a general staff, 
not only for tho army of this country, 
but for the forces of the Empire. It 
Was still but an idea, but the founda- 
tion had been laid;' the notion had 
caught on, and progress was being 
made. He thought they had made 
step forward towards the organization 
of a scientific force for the defence of 
the Empire as a whole, lie did not 
think that a nation like. England, 
which, If called upon to make a sup- 
remo effort, would havo to make It 
thousands of miles away, could depend 
on compulsion. Tho nation would 
have to trust to the patriotism and 
spirit of the people. The licet, with 
the striking force of a comparatively 
small army, represented the strength 
nf the cjcfc-nces of the Empire. Tlicj 
niin nut in.- niit-Icd by compa:' jons, 
Garrnaro, franco, and Russia reuuircd 
great armies, and their strength was 
their armies, plus their navies, 
but England's strength was her 
ncvy, plus her army. it might 
ba a riv?ris Ideal that tbey could tle- 
p,v.d on the voluntary spirit of tin 
nation, L'.lt, l.'kc a man with wham he 
did imi always agree in politics ™Ji)r. 
Chamberlain — he was an optimist. He 
believer; there was ti spirit in the ) co 
pie which would Induce them to give 
the voluntary service required. They 
gave it In municipal life, and he saw no 
reason why they should not look 
them as a reserve of strength which 
ought to iiinke the Empire safe 
Ho believed the people would 
(•oine up to tho Idea!; lie 
believed in his fellow-countrymen, in 
England and the Empire; and he be- 
lieved the future was as clearly within 
1 heir grasp as was the future of their 
ancestors who solved successfully 
problems which were, perhaps even 
more difficult than those of today. 
(Cheers.)
